Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 


Thomas Jefferson said, "J like the dreams of the future 
better then the history of the past". 


Franklin's history of the past proved that 
his dream of the future was greatly filled with 
insincerity. No man in history, before or after, has 
ever armed the world so thoroughly, and worked 
so hard, to create peace and quiet with the crash of 
bombs. Then Franklin Delano Roosevelt, FDR, 
even armed his enemics..... or were they his 
enemies? He was a socialist, was he a socialist 
before he was an American?, Or was he an 
internationalist before he was a socialist? He was 
one of the most influential and powerful men of the 
twentieth century. He was the 32nd President of the 
United States, he had been groomed, trained, 
educated, and propelled into this position. Nothing 
was allowed to get in his way, and to give credit 
where it's due, he in turn, had the iron will and 
intelligence to overcome all obstacles. He never 
made a real mistake and when he was inaugurated 
President in 1933, he knew he was going to be 
President until his death. He, like us all, even 
though he was the longest serving American 
President, thought he would have lived a little 
longer. He died, still in office, in 1945, and if he had lived to 
see the curtain fall on World War II, he would have taken the 
position of President of the United Nations, the World, not just 
the of the United States. It is impossible to explain the history 
of one of the most sophisticated men of this century without 
extensive explanations of the background which, although at

questions. 


WHO WOULD CONTROL THE WORLD? 


World War II should be renamed the Second War of 
the British Succession, for the real question that was fought out 
was this - after the collapse of the British Empire, which 
dragged with it al] the colonial empires of Europe, what was 
the shape of the New World Order which was to replace it and 
who was to be in control of it? 


Adolf Hitler foresaw this event and made his plans and 
nearly won. Hitler made many military mistakes, and many 
were serious, but he still may have won the war and won world 
domination but for one obstacle. That obstacle was his only real 
opponent, a man who was an even 
craftier and a more ruthless 
political genius, with more sober 
military judgement and greater 
material means for industrialised 
warfare, he. was Franklin D 
Roosevelt. This great manipulator 
so managed the war that other 
nations bled themselves almost to 
death, so as to hand him the rule of 
the earth on a silver platter. The 
United States of America, today 
the troubled master of the world, 
lost fewer men in the entire war 
than Germany or Russia, or China 
or Japan or Great Britain or France 
lost in any one of its campaigns. 
Almost twenty million soldiers, 
sailors and airman perished in the 
Second World War (not counting 
civilians or Chinese soldiers, they 
were too numerous to count). 
America, in four years of a global 
war, lost about three hundred thousand men on all fronts, 
including the war with Japan, (they more than likely lose more 
than that in road deaths in a four year period). For this almost 
bloodless conquest of the earth, which has no parallel in all 
history, the architect was that enigmatic, still shrouded figure, 
the Augustus of the Industrial Age, the Dutch-descended 
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millionaire cripple, Franklin D Roosevelt. 


WORLD CONQUEST 


Franklin's world conquest is still unrecognised. In the 
post war histories, he is granted nothing like the stature that he 
will one day receive from his sponsors, The New World Order'. 
There is little doubt that that is the way he wanted to play it. 
Franklin was well read, he knew that the Augustan ruler, a 
recurring figure in history, seizes the realities of power under 
a mask of the humble, benign, humanitarian citizen. No one 
since the Roman Emperor Augustus, ever managed this as 
Roosevelt did. Even Augustus’ power was insignificant in 
comparison to the legions and countries that Franklin had at his 
disposal, but again, even Augustus was not as sanctimonious 
for in those days the Christian vocabulary of humility and 
humaneness had not been discovered and was not in vogue to 
lend such depths to his hypocrisy. 


Under his successful guidance of the Second 
World War, Franklin D Roosevelt made no major 
mistakes. That is a record unmatched by any world 
conqueror since Julius Caesar. He was called a tool of 
the Jews, but of course that was hype, he did nothing 
to save the Jews. He knew that any such action would 
annoy congress and interfere with winning the war. 
Under his clever facade of a Christian humanitarian 
liberal, he was one of the coldest, most ruthless 
calculators in history. He sensed that the Americans 
liked the Jews no more than the Germans did, and 
confirmed this throughout the war with his immigration 
policies and at the Evian and Bermuda conferences, 
abandoned the Jews to their fate. He was astute enough 
to know that as the Germans were wasting resources 
chasing poor non-effectives throughout Europe and 
transporting them using trains, it lessened the 
efficiency of the German war effort and that he, without 
any effort, would get the support of the moneyed Jews 
and intellectual Jews (who were mainly responsible for 
the brains behind the Manhattan Project, the atomic 
bomb) anyway with out having to expend anything. 


THE MASTER MIND 


On any valuation, Franklin Roosevelt was the 
mastermind of the Second World War. Even the energetic and 
powerful Adolf Hitler, Winston Churchill and Stalin were no 
match for him, they were pawns in the game. Adventuristic 
conquerors often pave the way for their enemies. The 
adventurer sees the opportunity, and with meagre means, tries 
to capture it. He does the destroying and the bulldozing. His 
icy cold-blooded successor then crushes him and builds on the 
tuins. In this thesis, Napoleon merely put Wellington's England 
in the world saddle for a hundred years and the Germans and 
the Japanese accomplished nothing in the long run except to 
hand the British succession to Franklin's backers and the United 
Nations, or those who control that body. 


THE LEADER OF THE PACIFISTS 


Franklin's problem was, at the time of this great world 
turning point, he did not lead a warlike nation, whereas Adolf 


Hitler did. The American people are not cowardly, far from it, 
but they have been living in sheltered isolation, they have been 
the spoiled children of modern history (we would also have to 
include Australia and Canada with this statement). The 
Americans have a tradition of militia-like fighting, Presented 
with a threat, they drop their pleasures and take up arms 
amateurishly but bravely, to get the thing over with. They had 
formed this pattern in the Revolution, the Indian Wars, the Civil 
War and the First World War. Roosevelt understood this, and 
he had to hold Germany and Japan back, until he could present 
the chance for world conquest in the disguise of a threat to their 
safety. This was a masterly exhibition of a patient, spider waiting 
for the fly. In the meantime, he robbed Germany of two certain 
victories, one over Great Britain and the other over the USSR, 
by a new inspired instrument of direct war-making. A genuine 
new thing in military history, a new weapon called the Lend

ONWARD CHRISTIAN SOLDIERS 


AND WE'LL MAKE THE BULLETS 


In 1940, despite the narrow escapes at Dunkirk and in 
the air battle of Britain, the United Kingdom was dows on her 
knees. There was only one possible source who could save her, 
and that was the United States. The United States had the 
Neutrality Act, which insisted that belligerent countries had to 
pay in dollars for all goods purchased. The British were running 
out of dollars real fast, they hadn't even enough to pay for the 
grain and oil, let alone the ships, planes, guns and bullets which 
they could no longer manufacture for themselves in the 
quantities that they knew were necessary for not winning, but 
just staying at status quo. They were falling further and further 
behind in equipment and the U- boats were sending a large part 
of it to the bottom of the ocean. Roosevelt was aware that if 
the British made a negotiated peace with Germany, Hitler 
would have crushed the USSR in a one-front war and looked 
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for more, easier targets. With the Russian resources, and no 
shortage of oil, Hitler could have become so powerful that 
nothing could have stopped him. Hitler was already having 
meaningful discussions with Mexico and many other South 
American countries, and had taken over the French colonies 
in the Carribean for submarine bases. Roosevelt circumvented 
the Neutrality Act with the Lend Lease Act, which was nothing 
more or less, than a policy to give the British, free of charge, 
and later the Russians too, all the materials they needed to fight 
the Germans. The audacity of the trick was breathtaking, the 
disguise was cunning. 


HIS MASTER'S VOICE 


He sold this scheme to the American public and both 
Houses with a typical parable at a press conference on his 
return from a cruise of the Carribean. Churchill and Hitler were 
famous for their oratory, but Franklin was undoubtedly the 
master of them both. The garden hose story became famous and 
it went like this, "When a neighbour's house is on fire, one does 
not bargain with him over the sale or the renting of the garden 
hose he needs to put it out. One gladly lends him the hose, so 
as to keep the fire from one's own house. Once the fire is out 
the neighbour returns the hose, or if he has damaged it, there 
is time enough then to settle the account." This was one of the 
greatest con tricks of World War II or the War of the British 
Succession. To take Franklin's parable at face value, if your 
neighbour's house is on fire, what you really do is rush over 
there and fight the fire with him. You do not lend him your 
hose, and then stand idly by watching him try to cope with the 
flames. That Franklin could get away with this story shows 
how cannily shrewd he was, and how popular he was with the 
American public. He had declared in his 1940 election speech, 
"And while I'm talking to you mothers and fathers, I give you 
one more assurance. I have said this before, but I shall say it 
again and again, and again; your boys are not going to be sent 
into any foreign wars." At the same time, he was making 
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ultimatums to Japan and knew that at the last minute he would 
go to war to impress the world with his power, he just had to 
get his timing right. 


MOPPING UP 


If he had wanted to be truthful about lend-lease he would have 
said, "My friends, this war is for the mastery not of ourselves, 
but of the world. Our aim is to achieve that mastery with a 
minimum of American blood. Let us encourage others to do 
our fighting for us. Let us give them all the stuff they need to 
keep fighting. What do we care? In developing the industries 
to produce this lend lease stuff we will be preparing ourselves, 
industrially and militarily, for world leadership. They will use 
up all our early models, our discardable stuff, killing Germans 
for us. Maybe they will do the whole job for us, but that is 
doubtful. We will have to step in at the end, but mopping up 
will be easy. We will have gained a world's victory with the 
expenditure of a lot of hardware, which we can turn out faster, 
and in greater quantities than all the world put together, without 
feeling the pinch. The others will shed the blood, and we will 
take the world." That was what lend-lease meant and that was 
how it worked, but he couldn't tell anyone else that 


WHO'S THE BOSS NOW, WINSTON? 


The Russian people made sacrifices in blood never 
matched in all history, to transfer world power to one anglo- 
saxon country, to the newer, larger one. Franklin manoeuvred 
matters so well that the British had to beg for this blood - 
getting help they were eternally grateful for, the chance to fight 
Franklin's battles for him. When Winston wrote him a letter 
saying that he had not become Prime Minister to preside over 
the dissolution of the Empire, but with this same letter, 
Winston, without realising it, did that very thing, when further 
into the letter he states that England has come to the end of 
her rope and he asks the President to find ‘ways and means! 
to help England in the common cause. This is what Franklin 
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had been waiting for, this written confession by Winston 
Churchill was just what he had been waiting for. Empires mean 
tule and force to enforce the rule. Churchill's letter 
acknowledged that his Empire had become powerless to 
enforce the rule and begged for assistance. Franklin was quick 
to push the Lend Lease through, and was quick to remind 
Churchill of who was now the boss in the relationship. When 
the Lend Lease Act was passed, the Congress and Senate would 
have baulked at sending arms to the communist countries but 
they had given Franklin the power to send arms and goods 
wherever he pleased. As soon as the USSR came into the war, 
Franklin rushed them food and materials without consulting 
anyone. 


PAID IN BLOOD 


Some Americans complained that the Russians have 
never shown proper gratitude, but besides the Russians being 
used to massive grants of everything from the US, she probably 
thought she had paid for it with the twenty or so million 
Russians (civilians and defence personnel) that died in the 
conflict to make the world safe for the United Nations 
management under the guidance of the New World Order. 


How did he gain power? Who taught him? Did he have 
any political convictions himself? Who supported him? Did he 
love his country? Who paid to get him elected? Who controlled 
his Presidential power? Why did he employ three, maybe four, 
Russian spies in his immediate staff? How did he manipulate 
the countries into the World War? How did he form the United 
Nations? We will try to answer these questions in this and the 
following editions. 


LITTLE LORD FAUNTELROY 


In 1882 Franklin Delano Roosevelt was born into one 
of the best families in the United States, on one side of the 
family he could trace his lineage back to The Mayflower, on 
another to the Dutch pioneers that landed a few years after The 
Mayflower. On his mother's side, the Delanos, grandfather had 
been a China tea trader who ran opium for profit and power, 
and Fredrik Delano was appointed a director of the Federal 
Reserve Bank. Franklin's family had the Vanderbilts as 
neighbours but taught Franklin to look down on them as the new 
rich. The Roosevelt estate, Hyde Park, had 175 employees with 
700 dependents. His early life was spent with a doting mother 
and tutors, on the estate and on long holidays visiting the 
European aristocracy. At 14 he went to the Peabody sponsored 
school of Grotton, which was modelled on British public 
schools like Eton. On the board of directors roster was 
Morgans, Harrimans, Whitneys, and Stillman - 90% of Grotties 
turned into stockbrokers, although that was not what Franklin 
was being trained for, as his parents considered any sort of work 
as beneath their class. Other exceptions to the stockbroker rule 
were Dean Acheson, Francis Biddle, Senators Cutting and Hale, 
Summner Wells and Averill Harriman. Franklin's favourite 
classmate was Eugene Rensselaer Thayer, known as "Euey", 
who became president of the Chase National Bank, which later 
amalgamated with the Manhattan Bank and became the Chase 
Manhattan Bank. One of his other classmates was Harry 





Peabody, whose family had been the Rothschild agents in the 
United States since before the American Civil War. The 
original George Peabody had started off in the slave trade, then, 
working for the Rothschilds, he amassed a fortune buying 
depressed stock in the American panics; he then employed 
Junius Morgan to continue his work that became the start of 
the J.P. Morgan empire whilst the Peabodies gave the 
Rockefellers the lead in the Foundation scam - pay no tax, 
increase your power, bind other capitalists to your cause, retain 
and increase wealth and look like a rich benefactor instead of 
a power megalomaniac (we will feature foundations in a future 
edition of NWO). 


RELATED TO POLITICS 


Franklin had become involved in politics during his final year 
at Harvard, when he became engaged to President Theodore 
Roosevelt's niece, Eleanor Roosevelt, his own cousin. Eleanor 
had a strong personality and opened up the young Franklin's 
eyes to the deplorable living conditions in the underpriveledged 
slums and with the encouragement of President Teddy 
Roosevelt, in 1910 at the age of 29, he stood for the New York 
Senate and surprised everyone by winning. As a young senator 
he was not remarkable, Franklin went to the 1912 Democratic 
Convention with another 150 Wilson supporters and lobbied 
for the future president, Woodrow Wilson. This was his first 
taste of national politics. He met other leading Wilson 
supporters , Cordell Hull, and Josephus Daniels. The good 
impression that Franklin made on Daniels would change his life 
for ever. After 46 ballots, Wilson was nominated the 
Democratic candidate. Wilson beat Franklin's uncle Teddy 
Roosevelt and the former Republican president, Taft, to the 
Presidency, and on February 23rd 1913, President Wilson 
offered Josephus Daniels the Secretaryship of the Navy 


FRANKLIN 2ND IN COMMAND 


On the morning of Wilson's Presidential Inauguration, Franklin 
tan into Daniels in the lobby of the Willard Hotel and was bubbling 
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over with enthusiasm for all that had come to pass, "How would 
you like to come to Washington as Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy?" Franklin answered, "I'd like it bully well. It would please 
me better then anything in the world. I'd be glad to be connected 
with the new administration. All my life I have loved ships and 
have been a student of the navy, and the Assistant Secretaryship 
is the one place above all others, I would love to hold." McAdoo 
had asked him to go to the treasury, he said, "But nothing would 
please me so much as to be with you in the Navy.” 


REDS IN HIS BED 


Franklin rented his New York house to his friend, 
Thomas Lamont, the partner of J.P. Morgan, and moved to 
Washington to take up his position. His friend, Thomas Lamont, 
who, incidentally, donated a library to Harvard University, was a 
member of the Eastern Establishment, the sister group of the 
Socialist/Fabian group, the Round Table. His companions in this 
Secret society were J.P. Morgan, the Rockefeller and Whitney 
families, Sir Abe Bailey, the Astor family and Walter Lippman. 
This group later called themselves the Council of Foreign Relations 
and the British group changed into the Royal Institute of 
International Affairs - both were founded by Lord Milner. Lamont 
was a partner in J.P. Morgan's company and that company had been 
started by the Peabodys, who were also Franklin's friends. Lamont 
had became a partner of Morgans in 1910 and he and his wife were 
left-wing supporters and owned the left-wing New York Post. The 
best source of the Lamont's socialist activities can be found in files 
of the HUAC Committee (House Un-American Activities 
Commission) which show that Thomas Lamont, his wife Flora and 
his son Corliss were sponsors and financial backers to twenty left- 
wing organisations including the Communist party. One of those 
was the Communist Front organisation, the Trade Union Services, 
which, in 1947, published fifteen trade union papers for various 
unions. Amongst its officers was Corliss Lamont and Fredrik 
Vanderbilt Field, This organisation was the editorial staff for the 
official communist newspaper, The Daily Worker and its 
magazine, The New Masses, was the chief link between the 
Institute of Pacific Relations and the communists. Corliss Lamont 
was also in the Friends of the Soviet Union and in 1943, Franklin 
made Thomas Lamont the Chief Incorporator of the National 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship. The Lamont family and 
friends were one of Soviet Russia's foremost spokesmen, giving 
the Communist point of view. At the same time, Corliss Lamont 
became a Professor of Philosophy at Columbia University and a 
powerful force on Wall Street. In January 1946, Corliss Lamont 
was called to give testimony before the H.U.A.C.. He refused to 
produce records, was subpoenaed, refused, was charged with 
Contempt of Congress and was so cited by the House of 
Representatives on January 26th 1946. 


OH, WHAT A LOVELY WAR!! 


In 1914, the year following Franklins appointment as 
Assistant Secretary for the Navy, Europe was involved in World 
War I. The biggest cataclysm the world had known up until that 
time, 'the war to end all wars' began, in August 1914, to involve 
the world. Colonel House and President Woodrow Wilson did not 
want the USA involved, and even when British Intelligence 
intercepted an official telegram from the German Foreign Minister, 
Arthur Zimmermann, urging Mexico to join the war as Germany's 
ally, the deal being that Mexico retained Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona, Woodrow Wilson still campaigned for neutrality. They 


were making so much money out of the war as it was. Franklin 
knew that at some stage the USA would have to be involved and 
spoke out for preparedness of the fleet. He criticised his superior, 
Josepus Daniels, the man who had given him the job, and the only 
one who would listen was the closet socialist, Colonel House. 
Franklin wanted war with a passion, then he would be in a position 
to run the Navy in wartime - involvement for self advancement. 
When the Russians had retired from the war, and the Balfour 
Treaty had promised Israel to the Zionists, and Woodrow had just 
been re-elected president for another three years on the platform 
of no involvement in the European war, the powers behind the US 
Government that wanted the introduction of the League of Nations 
knew that to get it started, the United States and Woodrow Wilson 
would have to finish the war for the allies so on April 2nd 1917, 
Woodrow Wilson declared war on Germany and its Allies and by 
6th April, it had gone through both Houses. 


FRANKLIN MEETS THE BRITISH FABIANS 


War-time measures that had never been seen before were 
introduced; conscription, the control of sales of food, fuel, 
shipbuilding and foreign trade. The War Industry Board Chairman, 
Bernard Baruch, fixed prices in the steel industry, a practice that 
would have been 
illegal in peacetime. 
In the spring of 1917, 
Franklin came into 
contact with Joseph 
Kennedy (father of 
John). Kennedy had 
gone to Harvard 
University, had been 
the president of a 
bank by the time he 
was 25 years old and 
at the start of the war, 
was Assistant 
Manager of 
Bethlehem Steel, 
who were = ship 
builders for the 
Navy. Winston 
Churchill was asked 
by Franklin to do a 
survey of the U.S. 
Navy so that he could use it to politically assassinate his superior. 
Winston's report was factual and concise and it did criticise the 
Secretary, Josephus Daniels, but it was not enough to tip the scales 
in Franklin's favour. On July 2ist 1918, Franklin arrived in 
England. He was welcomed with a great fanfare, he was the first 
official of cabinet rank to visit since the entry of the U.S.A. into 
the war. The First Lord of the Admiralty met him, he had lunch 
with Rudyard Kipling, he met Admiral Sir William Reginald Hall, 
who was the head of Naval Intelligence, and stayed with Waldorf 
and Nancy Astor at their estate "Cliveden". An American who was 
the first woman elected to the House of Commons, the Astors, who 
outwardly promoted the 'Cliveden Set', were millionaire 
newspaper owners and were members of the Fabian/Rhodes/ 
Milner Round Table group that changed into the Royal Institute 
of Foreign Affairs. He had lunch with King George V and had 
dinner with the Lord Chief Justice at 'Grays Inn’, the legal society. 





Lucy Mercer 
the ‘other' woman - the first of many! 
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The next evening, he had dinner at the House of Commons with 
Lord Balfour. 


I WANT MEDALS! 

On 1st August, he visited France to get his war 
experience. Years later, in a famous speech, he said, "I have seen 
war on land and sea. I have seen blood running from the wounded. 
T have seen men coughing out their gassed lungs. I have seen the 
dead in the mud. I have seen cities destroyed. I have seen two 
hundred limping, exhausted men come out of the line - the 
survivors of a regiment of one thousand that went forward forty 
eight hours before. I have seen children starving. I have seen the 
agony of mothers and wives. I hate war." He said he hated war 
in 1936, but he loved it in 1918. He was similar to Clinton, 
conscientious objector to the Vietnam War in the 60's, declaring 
war on Haiti in the 90's, but the other way around. Maybe they 
were similar in the fact that they were pro-war and anti-war 
whenever they decided it was more politically expedient to 
express an opinion. In 1918, he had a very brief tour of the front 
lines and met the Premier of France, Georges Clemenceau, on 
August 2nd. Franklin had fun, he was allowed to fire one of the 
155mm guns from an American gun battery and later commented 
"I will never know how many Huns, if any, I killed." 

He had lunch with King Albert of Belgium and had a 
drive to look at the bombed out villages. After he had met 
absolutely everybody, he returned to the USA on the Leviathan. 


NOW THAT I'M A NERD 
He wrote to his old school, Grotton. They were 
preparing a Great War Tablet of all their old boys that served in 
action. "I believe that my name should go in the First Division 
of those who were in service on the other side (Europe), especially 
as I saw service on the other side and was missed by torpedoes 
and shells," He wanted to be a veteran! 


UNFAITHFUL TO THE LAST 


In September 1918, while he was suffering from double 
pneumonia, Eleanor was unpacking his clothes and she discovered 
and read some letters that proved beyond doubt, that Franklin had 
been having an affair with her social secretary, Miss Lucy Mercer, 
This had been going on since 1914, and Eleanor had her sixth child 
in 1916, but she still kept this secret and only shared it with her 
children. Apparently, Miss Mercer was not the only girlfriend that 
Franklin had been unfaithful with, and in the future years, he had 
more rather then less affairs, and was unfaithful to his mistress. They 
were devoted to him and did not embarrass him in retaliation. 


Eleanor had helped with the war effort, with an article in the New 
York Times on July 18th 1918, "How to save in big homes." It 
described Eleanor's food saving plan for her family of seven and the 
ten servants. It had been adopted bythe Food Administration as a 
model. "Making the ten servants help me do my saving has not only 
been possible, but highly profitable," Eleanor said. (These were only 
the house servants). It was obvious that Eleanor considered a three 
course meal a hardship, and it read like the household economy for 
millionaires. Franklin remonstrated with her as he did not want to 
be seen as a rich miser - it would put off his voting public. 


THE FIRST ATTEMPT AT WORLD 
SOVEREIGNTY 


On January 1st 1919, the war was over, President Woodrow 
Wilson was on his way to present his 'New World Order' plan for 
the League of Nations to the European leaders. He travelled on the 
USS Washington, on board also was the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, Franklin Delano Roosevelt. They returned from Europe on 
March 2nd, President Wilson had a messianic sense about the 
covenant of the new League of Nations and Franklin supported him 
in it one hundred percent.

FOUR STEPS TO 
SLAVERY 


In the late nineteen hundreds, Banks 
around the world devised a system 
that, in four steps, would 
economically enslave not only the 
people, but their Governments, and by 
controlling the Governments, they 
controlled the legal system and the 
Armed Forces. 

How we know this, is by the fact that 
Professor Anton Gubrik smuggled out 
the letters, papers, and the writings of 
the Freedom Activists that he found in 
S.E. Morganland. He was in a 
‘psychiatric' hospitai in Alaska, and 
we now have proof that he was 
murdered by the 'Doctors' for getting 
these important papers to us. In the 
writings, it explains in detail how the 
forerunners of Global economically 
enslaved the people of the world. Here 
is a brief extract from the papers by 
Professor Anton Gubrik: 

Dear Activists and Freedom Fighters, 
I must relate to you how the 
international banks enslaved the 
people of the world. I call it the 'Ying' 
and 'Yang' principle. 

In the nineteenth century, the banks 
were a respected institution, with the 
managers and staff considered to be 


the pillars of society. Everyone 
greeted the staff with a friendly smile, 
and the manager doffed his hat to all 
the customers. The banks lent money 
to business and to home buyers at a 
fair spread of interest. Everyone 
prospered. However, soon the 
international banks became greedy, 
and being under the control of a few 
families, soon forced many banks to 
sell out to them, and amalgamate. 
Soon there were only a few banks to 
choose from and they all had not only 
national, but international 
connections. 


It was not long before they started to 
lend money to Governments to finance 
welfare schemes and wars, then the 
next step was to introduce 'The 
Cheque Book’ to everyone, not just the 
rich or business. The story was, that it 
was easier than cash, Plenty of Ying’ 
and the people were tied to the banks 
Just a little bit. 

After the cheque book caught on, the 
banks introduced the 'Plastic Card’, 
not only for credit but as a means of 
identification of your bank account. 
The story was that it was easier and 
criminals could not get your cash. 
Plenty of 'Ying’ and people were tied 
to the banks just a little bit more. 
Because the Plastic Card was so 
successful, and the apathetic people 
welcomed it, the banks had an 
agreement with the Trade Unions, 
businesses and the Governments, to 
force everyone to receive their wages, 
salaries and pensions, etc., directly 
via the banks. Neither the 
governments who were in debt to the 
banks, businesses or most of the 
people could argue as the story was 
that the criminals could not steal your 
wages or cash. Plenty of Ying’ and the 
people, governments and businesses 
were tied to the banks just a little 
more!

SLAVERY BY STEALTH 


It was not long before "Electronic 
Banking' came along. This was the direct 
debit system of EFTPOS (Electronic 
Financial Transaction Point Of Sale) 
where cash was not required, and goods 
and services were paid for via the Plastic 
and the Automatic Teller machines, Soon 
all the different types of Plastic cards 
were combined into one card called 
‘Smartcard’. 


After this card was introduced, the people 
were then penalised when they used the 
tellers, done personal banking, cash was 
considered not only a nuisance, but soon 
would be illegal. The story was, it was so 
much more convenient to bank 
electronically, Plenty of 'Ying' and the 
people were tied to the banks just a little 
bit more! 


‘Accreditation’ soon followed the 
Smartcard, and all businesses were 
forced, over a period of several years, to 
install a "Bar Code" machine, and all 
transactions were eventually totally 
cashless, and direct debited. Of course, 
the banks told the people of the wonderful 
benefits of this, and they did not see the 
tentacles of control and enslavement, 
Even the Governments, who were 
supposed to mint and control the 
currency, had to relinquish control to the 
banks, as they themselves owed so much 
money. Plenty of 'Ying' and the people 
were tied to the banks just a little bit 
more!l 


At this time, some people tried to fight 
against this system, but because cash was 
being outlawed, and Plastic ruled, the 
banks took the Plastic cards off these 
people and therefore they "withered on 
the vine". Few people could buy or sell 
anything without the Plastic, some black- 
market outlets survived but life was made 
difficult. The banks concentrated on the 
removal of cash, and ensured the people 
used Plastic by imposing penalties on 
those who banked personally. 
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INTERNAL SLAVERY 


The final step was taken by the banks 
soon after the turn of the century. The 
people welcomed the move, as so many 
people could not remember their 
Personal Identification Number (PIN) 
and often lost their plastic. The 
apathetic people were told that the 
safest, easiest and most foolproof 
system had been invented, and at great 
cost to the banks, would be supplied 
free to their customers. It was the 
‘Implant’, Used for years and perfected 
by the cattle industry, it was now to be 
used for the people. All they had to do 
was to swallow a small pellet that 
remained in their bodies, and 
transmitted an identifying number. 
Every time a person passed an 
antennae, it activated the transponder 
in the pellet and it automatically was 
read by the computer, Foolproof, easy, 
but what the people did not know, it was 
absolute control. The story was once 
again, how much easier it was, how 
much more convenient. Plenty of Ying’ 
and the people were tied to the banks 
permanently. 


This is the brief substance of Professor 
Gubrik's letter to us, and how by their 
apathy, the world's people fell into the 
trap of the easy life. It not only enslaved 
them, but also their children, and their 
children's children. They knew of no 
other system except having credits for 
their work, quickly eaten up by their 
debts to the banks.

WHERE DID ALL THE 
PEOPLE GO? 


Many thinkers in the Freedom Fighters 
say, "Is it true that there were several 
billion people on this planet at the turn 
of the century?" 


Weat Liberty, did not know the answer 
to this, and having been told when we 
were children, by the Global Census 
Office, that the total population of the 
planet was always FIFTY MILLION 
people, we had no reason to believe any 
















thing different. The fact that the 
population grew ever since the Stone Age 
to reach a platform of 50 million seems 
quite credible, as in all populations, ie, 
fish, goats, birds, insects, etc. there 
seemed a final level, a balance, that 
remained reasonably constant, varying 
only by approximately 10-15% 
Therefore it was with the greatest of 
shocks and almost disbelief that one of 
Professor Gubrik's letters to us contained 
such startling revelations, a medical 
journal over five hundred years old, 
brought back from the ancient, freedom 
fighter's camp-sites in Morganland, 
(previously called Queensland) written by 
Dr. Peter Matash, MD. We shall reprint 
it verbatim: 

PERSONAL JOURNAL 
10th June 2025 


This is the final entry in my medical 
journal, for tomorrow I will be dead. My 
death could be of such unspeakable 
horror, and agony, that I shall, at the onset 
of the first signs, shoot myself in the head. 
This act does not require any courage, as 
Ihave seen my friends and fellow freedom 
activists, die in such agony and torment 
that it will be with a glad heart that I have 
aquick end. My only regret is that we did 
not win, it was not for the want of trying 
but that we started too late, our resistance 


to Unity was too long 
in the non-active stage 
and therefore our best 
and wisest were 
arrested and sent to the 
Plague Camps, That's 
what we call them up 


here in the hills. 
Rehabilitation 
Hospitals are what 


‘they’ call them. These 
notes, if ever found and 
decoded, is a lament to 
Freedom, and to the 
depths to which man 
will sink to, so that he 
may have power and 
control. 

In the late 1960's, the 
idea of total Unity was 
already conceived by 
the forerunners of 
Global. To achieve 
total control, not only 
economic domination had to be 
secured, but after the Uniting of all the 
people, the reduction of the population 
had to be achieved quickly. The old 
adage: "It's easier to control one man 
than ten", and it had to be done in such 
a way as it would be seen to be a natural 
disaster. 

The small countries of Africa, mostly 
controlled by dictators, who were 
themselves controlled by the 
International Banks, started a 
programme of timber cutting and total 
forest clearing. This was for two major 
‘benefits’ to the people. One: an 
immediate cash crop of timber, as 
exotic tropical timber was still greatly 
sought, and two; by cutting and 
clearing the forest they had farm land 
to grow food, both for themselves and 
once again, for cash crops. It was only 
after several years that rumours started 
to circulate amongst the medical 
profession of the world that strange and 
previously unheard of diseases were 
coming to light in these areas of cleared 
rainforests. 


INTRODUCED DEATH 


It is known that generally, bacterial 
infection of the body can be readily 
cured, but virus infections take a lot 
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longer to cure, and the most deadly of all and 
nearly 100% fatal, are Filo virus, or thread 
virus. It seems that the natives of these 
African countries had contacted the viruses 
after the forests were cut down and they 
started to farm in these areas. 


The very first filo virus invaded the cells of 
the body and mostly the blood, It forced the 
cells to replicate the virus many hundreds of 
times, and therefore, in a very short time, the 
whole of the body, and all of its systems, 
became infected - just one large virus 
factory. Headaches, fever and muscular pain 
was first, followed by nausea, violent 
vomiting, stomach cramps and diarrhoea. 
when the person was thus weakened, blood 
began to seep from the eyes, mouth, nose and 
ears and finally the anus, as the virus split 
and shredded the delicate capillaries and 
veins of the body. The unspeakable pain and 
agony of the ruptured veins has to be seen 
and heard, and thousands thrashed, and 
writhed their way to the final stages of this 
plague. As brain cells exploded, and the filo 
virus multiplied, the lungs started to break 
down and great gouts of black 
blood was violently expelled from }} 
the mouth, soon all the internal }} 
organs collapsed and bled into the 
body cavity, the stomach lining } 
laced with arterial blood was 
expelled and then the liver swelled 
and split. By this time, the body 
went into such violent seizures, } 
that sometimes the head touched ff 
the heels and the spine snapped. 
The body, all the time, expelling a 
thick soup of blood and shredded |] 
internal organs, all of which were 
hot with ripe filo virus. Death 
followed very closely, the ravaged 
cells of the body and the 
connective tissue began to liquefy, 
and the fluids were full of virus. 
This particular filo virus was called 
Marburg, and it was the mildest of the filo 
virus that was soon to torment man. 


MONKEY BUSINESS

WE'RE BEING OUTNUMBERED - FAST! 


You'll have noticed two things - Firstly, I'm getting around 
some of the politically correct obstacles the Communists 
placed in my path - up yours, Keating! Secondly, those figures 
are distorted and are actually much worse for us: there are 
many Whites (and Asians) in Southern Africa, pushing that 
figure down; and there are tens of millions of negroes and 
Asians in Western and Northern Europe and in Canada, and 
in Australia, pushing these figures up. Moreover, while we'd 
ideally want race-based statistics for South America in 
particular, I've seen population projections telling us 
Argentina's and Uruguay's populations won't grow (no blacks!) 
while Brazil and Colombia will double their populations in no 
es time flat (given the 100 million negroes between them). 
So I'd have to say the truth of the matter is almost 
certainly an average fertility rate of 1.4 for Whites 
world-wide; 4.6 for Arabs; 4.0 for dark-skinned Asians; 
and 6.6 for negroes. Incidentally, the birth rate for White 
Australians is also 1.4, but around 6.0 for Aboriginals 
for example.) 


WHITE RACE WILL CEASE TO EXIST 


At this rate, the White race will die out very quickly - 
after all, the fertility rate must be above 2 to maintain 
a steady population. Whites are already outnumbered 
10:1 world-wide, and despite being superior race by far, 
they will hardly be able to avoid mass-extermination by 
the others if they drop to less than 5% of the world's total 
population - I doubt that the other races will resist this 
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temptation, and they certainly don't lack the practice in it either. 
Some Whites out there may still be complacent, we might be at 
around 10% of the world's population now, but at the same 
trends, we'll be at less than 5% in only 12 years time. If there 
were (very surprisingly) no mass extermination before then, we'd 
only make up a measly 0.7% (or 1 in 143 in only 50 years from 
now - please do the maths yourself if you can't believe this). 
Many of us had planned to still be living then, I dare say! But I 
can't imagine that even if any Whites still lived they'd be living 
very well at all - at best they'd be a forgotten or purposely 
downtrodden and totally insignificant minority group in their 
own countries (surely the floodgates will open to all and sundry 
long before the 50 years are up). 


AVERAGE NEGRO RETARDED 


So why is this a problem? Apart from showing modern society 
is so degenerate that it has destroyed our natural survival instinct, 
it's actually a problem even for the negroes and Asians and 
Arabs, as I'll explain later, though they're suffering under too 
many delusions of grandeur and too few active brain cells to 
realise this. Time and time again, all studies in this field have 
shown that the IQ of negroes (after all, the fastest-growing group 
and soon to be dominant if we don't take action now) is 20 to 
25 points lower that the White average, even for those living in 
the same country and therefore in a similar environment (as

and moreover, in September 1994, research conclusively showed 
the effect of lead poisoning to be a mere one (1) IQ point. Even 
80, in October 1994 the Australian Institute of Health and welfare 
decided to check randomly selected toddlers for lead poisoning 
in a $1 million project. Of course, you'll all be well aware of the

BLACK LEADERSHIP MEANS WORLD ENDS

In this edition, we will cover 
the charge (powder). Again, some will say, "Boring, too much 
detail. All we want to hear about is having a sniping duel at 
600 yds over some idealistic valley, and knocking off hundreds 
of enemy personnel without getting a scratch." To reiterate to 
some degree from earlier articles, the sniper who survives the 
encounter with the world’s most dangerous ‘big game’ - "man" 
- is the person who can willingly accept huge amounts of 
information, retain that information and then utilise that 
information to his best advantage. 


LEARN WELL; LEARN QUICK 


Good shooters, good hunters, good snipers, are not 
born, they don't just pick up a rifle and have some inherent gift 
that makes them good at it. Some idiots think, "Oh, he is good 
at shooting, his eyes must be good! Perfect vision." That is 
definitely not the case. Yes, a good shot needs a normal amount 
of vision, but with spectacles and telescopic sights, it is no 
where near the primary requisite. It's how that man uses that 





telescopic sight or how he can listen. If you have a squad of 
raw recruits, and you take them to the range for the first time, 
the ones who will do best are not the ones who have the best

eyes or the best natural ability (strong arms, slow heart beat) 
it will be the ones who can listen the best and then function 
well enough to carry out those instructions. The ones that 
excel, will be the ones that get interested in what they are going 
to do. The sniper is a one man killing machine, he is the hunter 
and the hunted, he has to have the patience of a cat, anda mind 
for the smallest detail. It is not for him to blithely accept the 
weapons instructor saying, "This is a 7.62 Nato round, it is the 
fastest bullet in the world," or who goes in to the gun shop and 
is told by the man behind the counter that Brand X powder is 
the best because it weighs out so precisely in the powder 
measure and therefore must be the best and the most accurate 
powder to use in all circumstances. 


NO MISTAKES 


The same man who has to tread in his opponents footsteps, 
or walk backwards over his own so that his appear to end in 
the middle of a paddock, and his opponent who is following 
is just thinking that he has been taken off in a space ship, when 
the 168 grain hollow point turns his brain to porridge. That man 
has to know for 100% sure, that the information he has been 
given is right. He has to understand it and 
check that it works for him in all 
circumstances, because he has to have 
100% trust in his equipment, and even use 
other equipment that is not as good, but 
having the background basics, he could put 
that equipment to its best use in the quickest 
possible time. If you don't know the history 
of its development and understand it 
thoroughly, then other information from 
people that have less understanding than 
you, could appear to be correct. 


COMPROMISE 


The ideal action of an explosive in a 
Tifle, is that the maximum pressures should 
be low, and that after the maximum 
pressure has been yeached, it should be 
j | maintained up to the moment that the bullet 
7j leaves the barrel, with the charge of 
explosive being completely consumed at 
the same moment, so that none is blown out 
and wasted. As you have hopefully 
gathered from previous articles on this subject, the main word 
about rifles and ammunition is compromise. No rifle or powder 
has ever achieved everything without causing other opposing 
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effects, so we have to compromise to get the overall best results. 
To reduce weight and bulk, which affects how many rounds you 
can carry, the size of the cartridge is kept down and the case 
capacity is kept up, but the velocity has to be curtailed to bring 
the recoil to an acceptable level so that the first few shots do 
not put the shooter off for life. 


HUBBLE - BUBBLE 


The word 'powder' (F never knew whether Clive of 
India, when he said, "Keep your powder 
dry," was referring to the black gun 
powder or his native troop's curry 
powder!) was first applied to propellants 
for the use in firearms because the first 
propellent was a black dust, or a powder, 
composed of ground up charcoal, saltpetre 
and sulphur. If you mix charcoal and 
sulphur together without the saltpetre, and 
light it, it will burn as it is a fuel, but it 
will not explode without the oxygen that 
is in the saltpetre. The charcoal and the 
sulphur will burn at once if the saltpetre 
is introduced to it, since it has no need of 
oxygen as the saltpetre has its own supply. 
Nearly all the products of combustion are 
gases which occupy a great deal more 
space than the solids from which they 
were evolved. It is evident that the 
combustion of gunpowder results in a 
sudden expansion, and it is this sudden expansion which causes 
the gunpowder to exert its force when it is ignited. To be 
successful for use as an explosive, a substance must posses 
three qualities: 
1, When ignited it will burn by itself without aid from outside 
air, and the burning is very rapid. 


2, In burning, it gives off large amounts of gas. 
3. A considerable amount of heat is produced. 


Heat is necessary as it is possible for solids to turn into gas 
without heat, but without the heat, the saltpetre will not produce 
the oxygen. 


The average composition of black powder is saltpetre 
75 parts by weight, sulphur 10 parts, and charcoal 15 parts. 
Powder designed for other uses have different compositions. 
Blasting, for example, has 70 parts of saltpetre, 14 parts sulphur 
and 16 parts charcoal, and some powders have been made with 
compositions as low as 40 parts saltpetre, 30 parts of sulphur 
and 30 of charcoal. This is because the requirement to move 
dirt and rock is for a slower acting explosive. If you want to 
crack rocks to small stones, you might like it faster burning, 
but if you want it to move a lot of dirt, you move it with a slower 
burning powder. The burning rate is controlled by the amount 
of fuel and oxygen in the composition and the size of the 
granules. Powder with extremely large grains, burns more 
slowly than a fine grain powder and therefore is less sudden 
in its action. Also, large grain powder is much harder to ignite. 
As the size of the granulation decreases, the strength of the 


powder increases up to a certain point. However, when a 
powder is made very fine, like dust, the speed of burning is 
again reduced because all the space between the grains are 
filled up and hence there is no way for a flame to communicate 
itself rapidly and ignite the whole charge at one time. Black 
powder comes to-day in four grades fg, ffg, fffg, and ffffg. Ffffg 
is the finest and is suitable for flash pans in flintlocks, and at 
the other end of the scale, fg for cannons or earth moving. In 
between, is for rifles, the smaller the calibre the more ffs.

A HEART STARTER 


The discovery of nitroglycerin in 1846, opened a new 
field of rifle propellents. Nitroglycerin is one of the strongest 
explosives known, and is the basis of many modern explosive 
compounds, It is a colourless, oily liquid formed by the action 
of nitric and sulphuric acids on glycerin. 


Nitroglycerin differs from gunpowder in that it is not 
a mixture of fuels and oxidising agents. Instead, it is achemical 
compound that contains a large amount of oxygen, and it is 
capable of rearranging itself into more stable compounds which 
are gases. A sharp shock will cause this rearranging process to 
start, and when started it spreads instantly throughout the entire 
mass, thus resulting in a violent explosion. At first it was 
impossible to use as it was too dangerous to handle, until it was 
found that you could mix it with a special type of clay called 
kieselguhr, this combination was called dynamite. 


Another very powerful explosive was developed 
about this time but the applications for it were very limited, as 
it burnt so fast that it is said that if you lay some black powder 
grains on the chemical compound called guncotton, and the 
guncotton is ignited, it will burn out so fast from under the black 
powder grains without setting them on fire. Guncotton is a 
compound formed by the action of nitric acids and sulphuric 
acids on cotton or any other cellulose. It burns too quick to use 
in rifles and small arms, but it was found that by mixing 
nitroglycerin with guncotton, a double advantage was found. 
First, there was a substance to absorb the nitroglycerin and 
decrease its sensitivity, the same as the clay ‘kieselguhr' did in 
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the dynamite. Secondly, this 
same absorbing substance was 
itself a powerful explosive 
which was slowed down in its 
burning rate with the addition 
of the nitroglycerin. Many 
types of smokeless rifle powder ff 
have been manufactured by this 
process, they are called double 
based powders. One famous 
one is called cordite, another is 
ballastite, both were used 
extensively by Great Britain 
and all Commonwealth 
countries in the .303 and other 
small arms ammunition. 
Another product that led from 
this development, was blasting 
gelatine. These smokeless 
products can burn without 
exploding. That doesn't mean 
that you can play silly idiots with matches in a 20 ft shipping 
container full of nitro! You could be talking to the angels very 
quickly, but when all these products are disposed of, it is done 
in open pits, and they are burnt - they don't explode - they just 
slowly burn. 


HOW FAST IS AN EXPLOSION? 


What these explosives need, for them to exert their full 
power, is a shock which starts a chemical rearrangement of the 
molecules into gas instead of a solid. This chemical 
rearrangement is called a ‘detonation’. Once a detonation is 
started in a high explosive, it spreads through the entire mass in 
a wave action ‘quickly’. A detonating fuse consisting of a long 
thread of TNT encased in a lead covering, and if a detonating 
cap is exploded at one part of the fuse, will thus set off different 
charges separated by considerable distances, almost instantly, as 
the speed of detonation is 7,000 yards a second, which is 21,000 
feet per second. For a comparison, one of the fastest rifle 
cartridges sends its projectile at 4,000 ft per second. So that's 
quick! Another method of using guncotton to make explosives 
was finally discovered by dissolving the guncotton in a mixture 
of ether and alcohol, thus forming a mass called a colloid, having 
very much the same consistency as dried glue. The colloid is 
Squeezed out into tubes like macaroni, and then cut into short 
lengths, after which the ether and alcohol is left to evaporate. 


LIFESAVERS - FLAVOUR ON THE INSIDE AS 
WELL AS THE OUTSIDE 


The object of having the hole through the centre is to 
control the rate of burning so that it holds the maximum pressure 
as the projectile is leaving the barrel. This is an attempt at solving 
the greatest problem of attaining high velocity in a rifle, which 
is when the powder is ignited it turns to gas, and this gas, 
confined in the small space of the cartridge case, creates a very 
high pressure which pushes the bullet along the bore of the 
rifling. As soon as the bullet starts to move along the bore, it 





leaves more space behind for the gas to fill, hence there is less 
pressure, and the effect of the pressure will fall off to nothing 
unless the powder is designed to alleviate this problem. One of 
these design features is the hole in the middle of the tube of the 
individual grain of powder. This is because the primer flash 
ignites the inside of the tube as well as the outside of the grain. 
As the grain burns, the outside surface gets smaller, hence the 
rate of gas production would decrease, but inside the hole, the 
hole diameter is increasing and the surface area is increasing in 
size and producing more gas. The balance between these two 
surfaces is designed in a ratio to suit the burning rate for a range 
of cartridges. 


This type of powder is called a single based powder as 
its only manufactured from guncotton nitrocellulose, but it earns 
another name that you might hear called 'progressive powder’ 
because it produces the gas at a progressive rate as the projectile 
travels along the rifling. Brand names for these powders are 
DuPont Improved Military Powder (IMR) or Hogdons and 
Mulwex. The longer and thinner the tube generally, the better 
results are obtained, this leaves larger air spaces between for the 
priming flame to penetrate, and thus better ignition is obtained 
with these long grained tubular powders. 


There has always been a complaint that the longer 
grains jam the powder measures and cause up to 1.7 grain 
of weight variation. This, they claim, causes inaccuracies with 
words like, "Well, it has to, doesn't it?" Well, something to think 
about is this. Before World War II, the Frankford Arsenal was 
loading the National Match ammunition with DuPont IMR 1147 
which was similar to IMR 4320, 
This was a short grain powder 
only 45 thou long, these would 
pack uniformly in the powder 
measure with no greater 
variation then .6 of a grain. They 
then tried a powder with the 
grains cut twice as long 90 thou. 
The charges thrown by the 
loading machines were not as 
uniform having a maximum ff 
variation of 1.7 grains but on the 
machine rests at the factory, the 
longer powder shot smaller 
groups all the time. They 
loaded up the ammunition with 
this longer grained powder, and 
it shot better for the National 
Match. This was to be used by 
everyone at the National Match 
competition, the scores at Camp 
Perry ran exceptionally high 
that year, but at the end of the 
competition, an enthusiast had 
pulled the projectiles and weighed them. He truthfully told 
everyone that the variation in the weights of the charges, was 
double that of the previous year, and added that the manufacturer 
was not concerned about the accuracy of the ammunition and 
shouted his discovery loud and wide. A little knowledge is a 
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dangerous thing, and complaints went back to the arsenal 
thick and fast, but if they had checked the results where it 
really counted, and not on a set of scales, they would have 
known that the ordinance engineers had done their home 
work well. They, in fact, had been aware of the weight 
variation, and had done hundreds of extra tests before they 
decided to use the longer grain powder. 
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Loading into the cans for sale, Ah, that evocative smell! 


MALTESERS 


The next major development was the ball powder by 
the Western Cartridge Company, a division of the Rockefeller 
owned corporation, Olin Industries. Instead of having little 
tubes of nitro cellulose, it is little balls. It is cheaper to make, 
as it can be mixed into a water slurry and pumped during its 
manufacturing process instead of trucked. It is also safer. The 
guncotton is hammer milled in water to a fine slurry which 
resembles mud. A volatile solvent, ethel acetate, is blown into 
the still, it is mixed with diphenylamine and chalk. This 
lacquer is made spherical by agitation and a colloid is 
introduced, As soon as the grains are of the desired size, the 
ethyl acetate is distilled out of the particles into a condenser 
where the solvent is recovered. The small spherical particles 
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are left. At this point, the ballistic laboratory determines the 
thickness of two coatings - the first is nitro glycerine and the 
second is a deterrent coating. These are the most important 
parts of the process as the nitro glycerine raises the potential 
energy in the grain and the deterrent delays the burning on 
the surface to provide progressive burning powder. In spite 
of its round shape, which, without the deterrent, would then 
be called digressive powder, as its production of gas would 
be less as the surface area of the ball became smaller. It is 
then dried and then tumbled in graphite in what is called a 
‘sweetie barrel’. They are then dry screened, then sampled in 
batches and combined with other batches to give the desired 
results for that powder's specification. Ball powder is a double 
based powder, All commercial powders are excellent in their 
performance, none seem superior in accuracy or velocity as 
long as they are suited for the cartridge in question, 





One of the primary considerations for a sniper is, if 
the powder is too fast burning, the velocity will not reach its 
full potential, and if the powder is too slow burning, the 
unburnt powder will be expelled at the muzzle, again not 
achieving its full velocity potential. As well as that, as it is 
expelled, the shooter might not notice it, but the people at the 
hard end of it will see a visible flame, leaping out from the 
muzzle. This will attract lots of unwanted visitors, such as 
mortar bombs dropping in, or napalm or clusters coming 
round for a chat. Muzzle flash is a definite 'no no' for the 
enterprising sniper who wants to see all 24 hours of his first 
day out on the job, it's visible from at least 1,000 yards away 
and further in poor light conditions. The old timers in the 
Boer War who used rifles with 29 and a half inch barrels, were 
in the know as the powder would have been fully burned 
before it left the barrel, giving the best possible velocity and 
ensuring that the muzzle flash was non-existent. We will 
discuss which cartridge requires faster or slower burning 
powders when we discuss individual cartridge calibres in later

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EMPIRE'S CLASH AT MARATHON 


Ten years before Thermopylae, the Persian King 
Darius sent a fleet of 600 galleys and an army of 120,000 men. 
Their instructions were to plunder Athens and Eretria, burn all 
the houses and temples and to lead the inhabitants into captivity. 
The country was to be laid desolate, and the army was equipped 
with sufficient chains for binding the prisoners. To oppose this 
invasion, the Athenians had 10,000 men equipped with that 
invincible spirit called Liberty. Their General, Miltiades, met 
the Persians at Marathon, he used his men perfectly and used 
their technological advantages to the zenith. He put them off 
guard by attacking them. He had placed his slaves in the centre, 
who, although they didn't count as Hoplites, fought bravely and 
well, as the life of a Greek slave was worthy, For the Persians

were not so humane, The slaves were not as well trained and 
equipped, and retired in front of the Persian onslaught. The 
Persian centre, without realising its position, had advanced on 
the servants, between the two hard pincers of Hoplites and 
found themselves surrounded by the stronger, harder Hoplites, 
then fled for their ships that were moored close by. The Greeks 
slaughtered thousands and even set some of the ships on fire. 
It was on this occasion that Cinaegeirus, brother of the poet, 
Aeschylus, seized one of the enemy's ships with his right hand 
as they were pushing it off from the shore. When his right hand 
was cut off, he laid hold of the vessel with his left hand, and 
that likewise being lopped off, he seized it with his teeth, and 
in that manner hung on until his death, 


LAST BREATH 


The Athenians received the news of this famous 
victory from a soldier Pheidippides, who, although wounded, 
tan 26 miles to Athens to announce the joyful event. (This feat 
is still celebrated with the 26 mile Marathon Race which was 
introduced to the Ancient Greek Olympic Games and is still 
held in the modern Olympic Games). On his arrival, he could 
merely exclaim, "Rejoice, rejoice, the victory is ours" then he 
immediately died. 6,000 Persians were left dead upon the field, 
not to mention those who were drowned. The Greeks lost 200 
men. The Spartans had been invited to attend but could not 
leave Sparta before the new moon for religious reasons. As soon 
as the new moon came, they marched to the Athenian's 


assistance, 150 miles in three days, (50 miles a day on foot was 
astonishing infantry movement at any time), but when they 
arrived on the battlefield and surveyed the scene, all they could 
do was to congratulate the Athenians and return along the 
Corinthian Peninsula to Sparta. Such was the famous Battle of 
Marathon, one of the most important to be found in history, as 
it taught the Greek states to despise the power of the Persian 
monarchs and to bravely maintain their independence. The 
Athenians built three monuments at Marathon; one for the 
Athenians that fought there, one for the Plataeans, their allies, 
and one for their slaves who had willingly enrolled for this 
emergency and fought as hard as anyone else. 


THE COLD WAR BEGINS 


Darius, enraged rather than intimidated by the loss of 
his army, he had plenty more, immediately began preparing to 
return in person. Luckily for the Greeks, he died, but his son 
Xerxes, was determined to complete the job his father started. 
Vengeance is a great motivator, but Xerxes had to sort out a 
few domestic revolutions before he had the time to invade 
Greece. Meanwhile, near Athens, a silver mine was discovered 
at Laurium, and instead of it being squandered in private 
wealth, Themistocles persuaded his fellow Athenians to devote 
the produce of the mine to the purpose of building ships of war. 
Two hundred trireme galleys were financed from this source, 
and this prudent advice was of infinite service to the resistance 
the Greeks could put forward against Xerxes, 


In 481BC, Xerxes ordered every part of his vast empire to send 
contingents to rendezvous at Sardis. The fleet was ordered to 
advance along the coast. Having required the eldest son of 
Pyth'ias, a Lydian prince, to attend him in the coming war, the 
prince's father offered Xerxes all of his treasure, forty million 
pieces of silver, to purchase his exemption, as the young man 
wanted to stay home. Xerxes ordered that he be put to death 
before his father's eyes, commanded the body to be cut in two 
and one part of it placed on the right, and the other on the left 
of the way and he made the whole army pass between them. 
A terrible example of what anyone had to expect if they did 
not display keenness. 


THE EMPIRE STRIKES BACK 


Some of the Greek writers put Xerxes army at 3 
million or 2 million plus fourteen hundred warships with 
another thousand supporting ships, six hundred thousand men 
were supposed to be on the ships. All the Greek historians 
understandably get a little carried away with this figure, but it 
must have been a fair few. 

Thick as autumnal leaves or driving sand, 

the moving squadrons blacken all the strand. 

Homer. 

It was 480BC before this massive force was 
assembled and ready to commence. When he came to the 
Hellspont, which is now called the Dardanelles which separates 
Asia from Europe and is about a mile wide, he commanded a 
bridge to be assembled from floating boats like a pontoon 
bridge. The first one washed away in a storm so he executed 
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the workmen and completed a second, stronger one so 
that his massive army could march across. So great was 
the number, it took seven days and nights before they 
were all across into Thrace. Most of the northern states 
submitted straight away, and were carted off as slaves, 
overawed by Xerxes! power. 


News of the Persian plans and moves travelled 
to the Greek city-states and a Pan-Hellenic Congress was 
formed to discuss the threat. They gallantly resolved to 
oppose the invader of their country, and either to 
preserve their liberties or perish in the attempt. Being 
unable to cope with the overwhelming numbers of the 
Persian army, they knew that only here was there a 
chance to fight, in the passes or on the sea, where they 
had a the tactical advantage of knowing the area. With 
the combined navies of Athens and Sparta, they had two 
hundred and eighty fighting ships. Their first land plan 
was to send strong detachments to the Vale of Tempe, 
which was the usual road between Thessaly and 
Macedonia. They soon discovered that there was another 
pass some little distance away and their army was too 
small to garrison both. 


THERMOPYLAE « A HOT WATER SPA 


They decided instead, to make their first stand 
at the Straits of Thermopylae. The command of this 
important pass was given to Leonidas, one of the Kings 
of Sparta. Leonidas succeeded to the dual throne of Sparta after 
the deaths of his two elder brothers, in about 490BC and 
married Gorgo, the sister of his half-brother, Cleomenes. 

The Pan-Hellenic Congress appointed Themistocles as 
the overall commander and the navy was commanded by 
Eurybiadas, a Spartan. It was decided to precipitate, if they 
could, a naval battle in the cramped and narrow Euboean 
Channel betweent he east coast and the large island of Euboea 
- a hundred miles long - and couple this naval tactic with the 
defence of the narrow pass of Thermopylae. This, they felt, was 
the only place the Persian army, marching south from it's bridge 
crossing, could get between the impassable mountains and the 
sea, A picked band of men, it was argued, could hold the pass 
for some time, or at least long enough to goad the Persians into 
trying to outflank them from the sea. Once Xerxes attempted 
the narrow channel with his fleet, the Greeks, who had built a 
naval base on the northern tip of Euboea Island, were in a 
brilliant position. They could see any Persian forces 
approaching the Euboea Channel and if the Persians followed 
them down it, they would not know if, or when, any other Greek 
fleets were going to appear behind them and box them in, or 
whether they were being led into a trap. They knew that when 
Xerxes saw this naval position, he would try to out flank it with 
his army, and would send them to destroy Athens, which would 
force the Greek navy to assist. This would remove them from 
the Euboea Straights and he would be able to bring up his navy 
into open water. He was unaware that the Athenians had 
decided to evacuate Athens and move the population, lock 
stock and barrel, to the island of Salamis, which was just off 
the coast. To successfully accomplish this massive task, they

needed time, days and weeks. 
Thermopylae, you're boiled if you 
do and you're boiled if you don't! 
If King Leonidas could hold this 
pass for some time, or lure the 
Persian navy to come to King 
Xerxes’ assistance, allowing the 
Greek navy to eliminate their 
navy piecemeal, either way, it 
greatly improved their chances of 
"} success. 

King Leonidas of 
Sparta, marched northward with 
his bodyguard of 300 Spartans, 
He was joined by 4,000 others, 
including the Spartan Healots 
(servants) and as they advanced 
northward, they were joined by 
700 Thespians, 400 Thebans and 
1,000 Phocians plus the complete 
army of Locrians. These soldiers 
were told that they were only the 
advance guard and the main force 
would be coming to join them 
shortly. Leonidas would have 
known that the overall picture 
was pretty bleak, but obviously felt that the northern Greek 
states would fight in future battles, if they had a good example 
of the southern states fighting for the northern areas. He was 
out to give an impression of Spartan solidarity with the other 
Greek states. 


THERMOPYLAE BY THE SEA 


When they arrived, the 1,000 Phocians were sent up to 
the top of the mountain range, the rest took up positions at a 
broken-down wall that stood in the middle of the pass, the wall 
ran down the ridge and stopped near the sea. They then set 
about repairing the wall. 


It was late August when Xerxes reached the plains of 
Lamia. His scouts had told him that the Spartans were holding 
the pass. He waited for four days, either trying to overawe the 
Spartans with the size of his army, or waiting for his fleet to 
turn up. He would not have been aware that the Greeks had the 
tactical base at the northern tip of Euboea. When his navy did 
not show up, and the Greeks had not moved from the walled 
pass, he sent them a summons to deliver up their arms. 
Leonidas, with true Spartan arrogance, replied and asked King 
Xerxes to come and take them. He was told that the Persian 
archers were so numerous that their very arrows would darken 
the sun. "Then," the Spartan replied, “we shall fight in the 
shade." 


XERXES 'IMMORTALS' 

‘Xerxes was offended by the Greeks stubbornness and 
ordered his troops from Medes to attack, and capture alive, the 
Greek defenders of Thermopylae. The Medes launched a series 
of charges but were slaughtered by the Greeks. When Xerxes 
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saw that the Greeks were holding firm, he sounded the recall 
and sent for his personal bodyguard - the ‘Immortals’, led by 
their commander, Hydarnes. These were the elite of Xerxes’ 
army. The ten thousand were ‘Immortal’ as their numbers of ten 
thousand never diminished. The ‘Immortals’ really had a 
hundred thousand men, so that when any fell in battle, there was 
nine replacements standing by to take his place, so they were 
considered unkillable - there were always ten thousand. This 
would demoralise most of their enemies. To those that watched 
as they moved forward, it must have seemed impossible that 
they could fail. As the ‘Immortals’ advanced, the Spartans 
passed through the wall to meet them. For all the aura of the 
‘ten thousand immortals’ (really a hundred thousand), they 
could achieve nothing against the heavily armed Spartans. The 
pass was too confined, their numbers were of no advantage and 
because their spears were shorter, they could not engage them 
at close quarters. For two days the ‘Immortals! kept up their 
attacks. Each Greek contingent fought them in turn, and 
although there had been a few Greeks killed, at the end of the 
day, the Persians were no nearer their objective. Leonidas had 
sent messages south, asking for reinforcements, but it was now 
clear that none were coming, they knew that they were ‘the 
forlorn hope’. 


BACK DOOR TRAITOR 


At last, the Persians found a local peasant named 
Ephialtes, who informed them that there was another route, and 
for a price, he would show them the mountain pass. As soon 
as it was dark, Hydarnes led the 'Immortals' out of camp, and 
with Ephialtes showing the way, began the ascent of the 
mountain path. All night long, they toiled up the path. As the 
sky began to get gray in the east, they saw Greek Hoplites 
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hastily donning their armour. "Are they Spartans?", was the 

|. first question the men asked, but these were the 1,000 Phocians 
that Leonidas had detailed to guard the pass. The Phocians, 
forgetting their mission, convinced that they were the 
Immortals’ prime target, withdrew to the top of a nearby hill 
and prepared to sell their lives dearly. Hydarnes, seeing the 
route clear, ignored the Phocians, and pushed on down the 
mountain. 


THE FINAL DECISION 


Leonidas had been receiving reports from midnight 
onwards, from deserters and lookouts,, who ran down to tell 
him. He advised his allies from the other Greek states to retire 
and reserve themselves for better times and the future safety 
of Greece. "As for myself and my fellow Spartans, we are 
obliged by our laws not to fly. 1 owe my life to my country 
and it is now my duty to fall in its defence". The Thespians, 
who numbered 700, which probably comprised the whole 
strength of that little country, gallantly resolved to share the fate 
of the Spartans, The 400 Thebans were forced to stay with him 
as their loyalties were considered dubious, and in fact, before 
the last battle, they tried to surrender to the Persians. 


THEY SHALL NOT PASS 


As they ate their last meal together, Leonidas said, 
"Have a good breakfast lads, we shall dine with Hades tonight." 
After the other allies had retired and it was still not light, they 
decided to go through the wall and attack the Persian camp, as 
the darkness would disguise their small numbers. They made 
directly to the Persian tents, and in the silence of the night, had 
almost made it to the Royal pavilion. This may seem surprising, 
but the Persians were so confident, they had no entrenchments, 
advance guards or passwords. The confusion added to the 
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the sea would have lapped where the roadway is now, 


battle, 
and the wall ran from the spur on the cliffs of Zastano down to the sea 
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horror of the scene and the 
Persians, incapable of 
distinguishing friend from foe, fell 
furiously upon each other. This 
assisted rather than opposed the 
Greeks. Success seemed likely to 
crown their bold enterprise, except 
it was gradually becoming light 
and the Persians were becoming 
aware as to how few they were, 
They retreated, formed up with 
their backs to the wall, and with 
their Healots guarding their flanks, 
they fought with reckless frenzy. 
The Persians had to be driven on to 
them with whips and scourges over 
the piles of dead. Soon most of the 
Greeks’ spears were broken and the 
Hoplites drew their swords and 
moved in closer. Here Leonidas 
fell and the battle raged over his 
corpse as Grecks and Persians 
struggled for possession of the 
body. Four times the Persians 
captured it and four times the 
Greeks won it back. The struggle 
persisted until lookouts brought 
the news that the Immortals were 
down the path and forming up behind them. The Greeks 
closed ranks and retired through the gate in the wall and 
formed up in a square on a small hillock which rose about 
15 metres above the marshy ground, It was at this time that 
the Thebans took advantage of the lull to try and surrender 
but in the main, their intentions were not recognised or cared 
about, and most were hacked to pieces. The Persians swarmed 
through the wall and up the hillside, assailing them on every 
Side, but everywhere, they were driven back. Not a man had 
left his post. Leonidas’ body was placed in the 
centre of the square and was used as an 
inspiration rallying point for the exhausted 
Greeks. At first they defended themselves with 
swords, but these eventually broke. They then 
attacked the Persians with daggers, their teeth 
and fists, they fought on until they were 
completely overwhelmed. By mid-day, it was 
all over, they had sunk at last beneath a 
mountain of Persian weapons and bodies. This 
formed the proudest testimony of their valour, 
and the most suitable monument. 1 shall not 
fail those with whom I serve,’ Of all the 
Spartans, two were not there - they had been 
blinded by ophthalmia and had been left behind 
the lines. The first one's name was Eurytus and 
on learning what was happening, he called for 
his armour and, though he could not see, 
ordered his Healot to lead him into the thick of “ 
the of the battle. The second, Aristodemus,

slipped away with the other escaping Greek allies, he returned 
into Sparta in disgrace but redeemed himself by showing 
extraordinary courage in the final battle with the Persians at 
Plataea. 


THE CLAYTONS VICTORY 


On the third day after taking Thermopylae, Xerxes 
had finished licking his wounds, he had lost 20,000 men in 
this minor engagement as well as two brothers. He then 
directed his attack at Athens. The inhabitants along the way 
had mainly fled south or gone to the mountains, any that were 
found were shown no mercy and put to death. When Xerxes 
arrived in Athens, it was empty except for a few old zealots, 
who had barricaded themselves in and fought to the death. 
There was no one there, even the household pets had left, they 
had all been evacuated to either the islands of Troezen or 
Salamis, only just over a kilometre from the Athenian coast. 
The Greek fleet, on hearing of the fall of Thermopylae, 
casually sailed off down the Eubean Channel to help the 
merchant marine with the evacuation. 


King Leonidas and his men had bought the Athenians nine 
extra days in which to complete the evacuation, and his 
example, and that of his men, inspired the Greeks with the 
resolve to sacrifice almost everything to win and resist the 
clutches of Xerxes' evil Asian empire. Thus Greece was 
saved. Without that inspiration, the small Greek states may 
not have had the courage to win the battles of Salamis and 
Plataea (which are other stories) and hound the Persians out 
of Greece and be free from foreign intervention for a hundred 
and fifty years. Leonidas and his men have been heroes for 
2,400 years and the story is still an inspiration. 


INSPIRATIONAL COURAGE? 


Imagine, just for a few seconds, that Australia was in that 
position, that Australia was being invaded from the north as 
were the Greeks. Australia is a country with no natural 


Hoplite in training showing the underarm and overarm thrust with the spear 
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defences, in fact, no defences at all, and we have a minute 
population in comparison with the Asian billions who 
populate the country to our north. We only have a duck 
pond, a mere hundred and fifty miles across, to bar the way. 
No narrow passes, no narrow channels, where a few 
resolute warriors can ambush the Asian hordes. Would you 
march to defend our nation, our western culture, our way 
of life, our families, which all would be eliminated should 
we lose, would you go as a forlorn hope to hold the line?. 


‘Would we see any of our current political leaders 
when we were there? Would they be standing with us 
shoulder to shoulder as Leonidas did? Would they regret 
melting down our rifles, and restricting ammunition sales? 
Would they regret selling our infinitesimal defence forces 
short. When an Australian fighter is drumming his heels 
into the ground in agony with an enemies bayonet in his 
bowels, who is he going to be cursing? The Asian hordes 
or his elected politicians who have sacrificed him to the 
great God called ‘budget cuts'? 


Is Australia going to sink into the twentieth 
century's version of Xerxes' New World Order or will 
complacency win? Why do we have no trust in our leaders? 
No trust in our system and no trust even in our fellow 
Australians? It is because our only heroes are football 


players, or fictitious movie stars, We have no brave 
examples, we have no role models for our children. Would 
Australian mothers tell their children about Leonidas? In 
Leonidas' days, if the Hoplites ran away, the first thing they 
dropped was their heavy shield. After the battle, the dead 
were brought home, carried on their shields. Spartan mothers 
told their sons, "Return from battle either carrying your 
shield or on it". Will Australian mothers have the same 
determination? 
Without honour, is our society worth saving? The 
Greek one was, they taught the western world what 
civilisation was all about. We Australians have forgotten 
what honour and sacrifice are all for. If we have a cause, a 
country, if its not worth dying for, is it worth having in the 
first place? 
On the stone monument at Thermopylae, the 
inscription says, 
"Go stranger, and tell the Lacedaemonians, that 
we fell here in obedience to their divine laws."

The Thirty-Thirty - The Cowboys Gun 


The following prophetic words announced the release 
of the 1894 Model Winchester: 

"We believe that no repeating rifle system ever made, will appeal 
to the eye and understanding of the rifleman as this will, and 
that use will continue to warrant first impressions.” 

With Winchester's purchasing patent number 524,702 fora lever 
operated, repeating action on 21st August 1894, an era in rifle 
making was started, 

After studying the working models that John Moses 
Browning had made, in his usual manner, of wood, with all the 
moving parts made of wood, Winchester were impressed, and 
passed Browning on to the royalties department. A deal was 
struck, where Winchester would pay in stock-in-trade, that the 
Browning Brothers could sell in their own shop, and the historic 
deal was done. 

John Moses Browning was an 
anomaly. He was from Salt Lake City, and 
a member of the deeply religious Mormon 
Church, and yet he designed some of the 
most significant killing machines. He 
designed firearms from a .25 cal baby 
pocket pistol not much bigger then a box 
of matches, to the most famous .50 cal 
machine gun. He was one of the most 
prolific firearms designers of all time, and 
at one stage or another, designed firearms 
for Colt, the US Government, Remington, 
Winchester, Ithaca, FN and Savage . 


THE SUCCESS STORY 


Winchester manufactured two 
different model carbines, the 1892 and 
1894, both Browning designs for the new 
smokeless powder cartridges, which had to 
be designed to work at much higher 
chamber pressure than the old 








blackpowder models, The new model 1894s were intended to 
be chambered for the new Winchester cartridges, the 25-35 and 
the now famous 30-30, but for some reason or another, there 
were production setbacks so the new rifle had to come out in 
the ‘old’ 32-40 and 38-55 blackpowder cartridges for the first 
production run. It wasn°t until August 1895, that the Winchester 
catalogue announced the new smokeless calibres that were 
available, and by that time, Marlin and Savage had introduced 
their own 30-30 repeaters. 


THE MILLION DOLLAR RIFLE 


The Model 1894 in 30-30 was the first sporting firearm whose 
manufacture passed the one million mark, and the millionth one 
was presented to President Calvin Coolidge in 1927, The rifle 
photographed is serial number 582873 which seems to indicate 
that up to its manufacture, there has been 
over five million made. In 1979, the model 
1894 came out in a big bore .375 calibre 
Winchester, but has never been very 
popular in Australia. The Winchester 
Model 1894 is still chambered in a number 
of different calibres with the 30-30 the most 
popular. The 30-30 Winchester cartridge 
was introduced with a charge of 30 eat 
of smokeless propellent behind a projectil 

of .30 calibre and that is where the name 30- 
30 originated. It is not a big kicking 
cartridge, yet it still has enough velocity to 
get a projectile of sufficient weight out to 
a distance and still capable of killing game 
animals, the likes of sambar deer, (although 
not recommended, I know it has been done) 
, and can handle red deer and pigs with ease. 
Goats and kangaroos are a cinch at the short

distances at which most of these animals are taken, and the good 
handling abilities of the model 1894 and the shootabilityof the 
30-30's low recoil has made it the world’s most successful 
hunting rifle and cartridge. 


THE MILITARY 30-30 


It has been used by many countries as a military rifle - 
Russia, Turkey, Mexico and Canada some times, as it is in the 
carbine version, or in many different military configurations 
that include barrel bands and bayonet fittings. The main reason 
why lever actions never really had a chance to compete against 
the bolt action for military sales, is because when the soldier 
is shooting from cover in the prone position, he has to raise his 
head to operate the lever - this could be fatal in a military 
situation! One of the reasons for the 1894 models popularity, 
is that it is ambidextrous to a large degree, and considering that 
one out of every three shooters for one reason or another has 
to shoot left handed, and the manufacturers do not cater for this 
need, it has to be a large factor in sales. 


THE BEST ADVERTISEMENT 


The main selling point which was, "John Wayne used 
them all the time in his movies and if they are good enough 
for Big John, they are sure good enough for me!" They have 
been called the old rattle trap, the dirty dirty, the cowboy gun, 
and only good for twitching a barbed wire fence, but they are 
one of the most famous firearms ever made. 

One of the big set-backs to the design of the Model 
1894, is in the six shot (yes, I know in the movies they load 
them on Sunday and shoot all week) tubular magazine, in that 
you have to use flat nose projectiles so you don‘t set the next 
round off in the magazine, as the primer is butted up on the point 
of the projectile of the round behind it. This ruins the ballistics 
of the projectile and is a large factor in the range and efficiency. 
There is no safety catch on a model 1894 Winchester, and 
hopefully, we are all aware no rifle needs one, it is the nut 
behind the butt who is the safety catch on any rifle. The hammer 
has a half cock which obstructs the hammer from being released 
on to the firing pin, and it has to be pulled into full cock before 
the trigger will release the hammer, ‘but of course, there 
shouldn't be one in there any way, unless you were going to 
kill something immediately. 











1) To remove the Butt Stock. 


With gun held by barrel, with right side of receiver up, unscrew 
and remove the upper tang screw. Draw butt stock off 
rearward. Jar stock loose with palm of hand if it sticks. 





2) To remove Hammer. 

Holding gun by barrel with left side of receiver up, unscrew 
and remove the hammer screw, and draw hammer downward 
out of receiver, at same time pressing up on catch in bottom 
of lower tang by means of finger lever and holding trigger back.

5) To remove Lower Tang, Locking Bolt, and Breech Bolt, 


With gun held by barrel, with top of receiver up, draw out the 
lower tang rearward, locking bolt downward, and breech bolt 
to rear. 


It is very important to clean this rifle correctly, as with 
its style of action, some shooters only clean the barrel by 
pushing the rod down from the muzzle and if they keep cleaning 
it this way, they push all the garbage from the bore into the 
chamber which results in jamming. They also end up damaging 
the crown of the barrel, that's the very end where the rifling 
stops, and is the most important part of the barrel regarding its 
accuracy, with the edge of their cleaning rods. Care must be 
taken not to lose small screws and pins, and care must be taken 
not to cross thread the screws and strip them. Try to use screw 
drivers that fit the heads and not screw drivers borrowed from 
your neighbourly carpenter, they all have wedge type blades 
vee shaped, where for firearms, all screw heads need a flat 
blade, the vee/carpenter type does not fit them correctly it only 
damages the screw heads and makes them immovable. 


Mr. Browning, the shooting fraternity will always be 
in your debt. It's a masterpiece, thank you.

THE KING 


King Henry was solemn. He had just received the 
resignation of his Lord Chancellor, his most senior adviser, Sir 
Thomas More. Everyone knew he had been his friend for many 
years. "Why did Thomas do this to me? Doesn't he realise that I 
will have to make an example of him to prove my resolve? Yes, 
he most likely does, but he will not compromise his faith, even for 
me. Even though he knows that I will probably have to take his 
head off. I don't want to do that to my old friend, but he has pushed 
me too far." 


THE MAN 
Who was this man who caused the King so much trouble? 

Thomas was born in Milk Street, Cheapside, London in 1478, his 
father was a lawyer, John More, who later became a Judge. He 
attended school St Anthony's in Threadneedle Street and then 
teceived personal tuition from Archbishop John Morton at Lambeth 
Palace, where, with other boys, was trained in the manners and 
customs of the best society of the day. He then attended Oxford, 
which he left in 1494 to become a lawyer at his fathers request. 


He trained at Lincoln's Inn and was called to the bar in 

1501. He climbed steadily in the estimation of his peers and did 
not limit his studies to law, he became proficient in Greek and 
Latin, read the works of the church fathers, and then he too began 
to write. He began to correspond with Erasmus of Amsterdam, and 
even collaborated with him in a number of essays and began to 
consider entering the church, spending four years sharing the 
monastic life in the Carthusian Monastery, adjoining Lincoln's Inn. 
After deciding that he could best serve God and his fellowmen as 
alay Christian, he led an austere life, rising at dawn, continued with 
prolonged prayer and fasting, and continued to wear a hair shirt. 
He had a happy family life, and had a home which was always full 
of guests and petitioners. 


Thomas More, wrote a book which was one of the first 
contemporary books to be printed as Caxton had only recently gone 
into the publishing business, the book was called Utopia and was 
critical of the social evils of the day. He, by this time a barrister, 
must at times have seen the seedier side of trade and commerce and 
he wrote, 


“What kind of justice is it when the nobleman, the banker, the 
money lender, in short, those who do nothing productive, glory in 
riches while the day labourers, teamsters, blacksmiths, carpenters 
and field workers, whose work cannot be dispensed with for a year, 
can sweat out a miserable existence at a level below that of beasts 
of burden.Our animals do not work so long, are better fed and have 
greater security than they do, for our workers are pressed down by 
the hopelessness of the situation and the expectation of beggary in 
old age. What they are paid does not cover their daily needs and 


to save for old age is out of the question. So we find shocking waste, 
iviality and vanity on the one side and abject misery on the other.” 


He could be writing about 1995 not 1515. 


He worked among the City Companies and they soon 
appointed him Under Sheriff and M.P. for the City of London in 
the first Parliament of Henry VIII's reign. His character was 
impeccable, and in 1517 he was raised to the King's Council 
(equivalent of a QC today). He became Master of the Court of 
Requests in 1518, and Under Treasurer in 152] when he was

knighted.Sir Thomas More, appointed Speaker of the House of 
Commons in 1523 and Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster in 
1525. (This was the second largest shire in England). He now 
moved to Chelsea and his home was open to all comers, even King 
Henry visited him there, showing much familiarity. 


THE DIVORCE 


In 1527, King Henry, devoid of a son and heir, and 
beginning to worry about it, became infatuated with Ann Boleyn, 
one of Queen Catherine's ladies-in-waiting. After a short romance, 
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he started to make plans to divorce Catherine and marry Ann. This 
was not too easy in those days, so he thought he could influence the 
Pope in Rome, and that with a little manipulation, he would get what 
he wanted. To create a reason for a divorce, he began to question 
the validity of his marriage as Catherine was his second cousin, and 
tried to put the case that the marriage was illegal in its inception. 


Sir Thomas More was, by this time, in concert with Erasmus, writing 
defences against Luther and attempting to stem the tide of Lutheran 
thought. The King, in an attempt to gain favour with the Pope, also 
wrote a weighty article in defence of the faith and against Luther. 
In response to this, the Pope conferred on Henry, the title, ‘Defender 
of the Faith’, Queen Elizabeth II still uses this inherited title. 


THE MAN WANTED A QUIET LIFE 


The King became more pressing in his desire to be rid of 
his first wife, Catherine. Sir Thomas felt unable to support the King 
but made no comment at all on this subject. The King however, 
pressed his case with the Pope and opened long negotiations which 
came to a crisis in 1529 when the King was blocked, and the decision 
was given against him by the Church in a trial at Blackfriars. He 
decided to get rid of his Chancellor, 
Cardinal Wolsey, and appoint in his 
place, what he thought was a man 
more sympathetic to his point of 
view. He appointed Sir Thomas More 
as Chancellor, in the hope that Sir 
Thomas would now support his case. 
Sir Thomas however, stuck by his 
original decision to say nothing. That 
‘silence’ rang throughout England and 
Christendom, but the King, 
diplomatically, did not press the 
matter. 


In February 1531, the King, 
in exasperation, declared that the 
clergy would no longer obey the Pope 
but accept him as the only Supreme 
Lord of the Church and the English 
clergy, and, as far as is allowed by the 
law of Christ, also their Supreme 
Head. 


THE DEAFE! 


SILENCE 


15th May, 1532 saw the English 
clergy submit to all the terms of the 
King. All the internal meetings were, 
thereafter, at the discretion of the 
King. The King was exultant, but one 
day later he received Sir Thomas 
More's resignation as Chancellor, 
claiming ill health, This was unendurable. His friend, someone on 
whom he had heaped honours and favoured above all others, to treat 
him like this! What was he to do with this man, this silent man? 

On 23rd May 1533, the new Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Thomas Cranmer, annulled the marriage between Henry and 
Catherine, and five days later declared that the secret marriage with 
Anne Boleyn on 25th January was valid. In theory, this meant that 
King Henry had committed bigamy, but this was glossed over.

SILENCE IS NOT ALWAYS GOLDEN 


Sir Thomas made another silent protest, he did not appear at 
the Coronation of Anne Boleyn on 1st June. This slight made Anne 
his implacable enemy, and marked him out for vengeance. On 13th 
April, Bishop John Fisher and Sir Thomas More were called before 
the commissioners at Lambeth Palace and asked to accept an oath 
which was part of an Act passed by Parliament, which laid down the 
succession and repudiated the power of the Pope. Both men were 
prepared to accept the line of succession but baulked at the 
repudiation. Both were committed to the Tower for refusing to take 
the oath to the Act of Attainder, More's possessions were given to 
Lord Rochford, brother of Anne Boleyn. 

Parliament now passed an Act of Treason which pronounced 
against anyone who attempted to deprive them (i.e. the King and his 
heirs) of their dignity, title, or name of their Royal Estate. This act 
is still part of our law (Crimes Act 1914). 


CELLULAR SILENCE 
Sir Thomas More, during his imprisonment, wrote his book 
"Dialogue of Comfort against 


Tribulation", a serene book that may 
be regarded as his own spiritual 
testament. In addition, he composed a 
number of prayers and meditations 
that give us glimpses of his inner life, 
King Henry VIII meanwhile, 
continued to press Sir Thomas More to 
repudiate all he had previously stated, 
reminding him of their friendship over 
the years and urging him to take the 
oath, but he was unsuccessful. His 
wife urged him to give up his scruples 
and ask the King for a pardon, he 
replied, "That prison was as near to 
heaven as his own house, and he had 
no intention of quitting his cell." His 
children petitioned the King for a 
pardon on the grounds of his ill health 
and their poverty, and they reasserted 
that his offence was ‘not of malice or 
obstinacy, but of such a long- 
continued and deep rooted scruple as 
passeth his power to ayoid and put 
away.’ They had to pay for his board 
and lodgings so his wife had to sell her 
clothes to pay the prison fees. 


NOTHING CHANGES, 
CORRUPT LAWS & 
JUDGES 


Sir Richard Rich acted as the King's spy and attempted to entice both 
men, Fisher and More, to speak against the supremacy of the King. 
He succeeded with Fisher. who was condemned to death on 17th June 
1535 Bui, in the case of Sir Thomas. Sir Richard Rich had to perjure 
himself at the trial which took place in Westminster Hall on 1st July. 
At the trial, Anne Boleyn’s father, uncle and brother sat in judgment. 
Sir Thomas's wife and daughter continued to plead with Henry to 
show some leniency. After the judgment of guilty had been 
pronounced, Sir Thomas spoke his mind, which he had never done 
until now. He declared that no secular prince (like the King) could 
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take upon him a spiritual preeminence. Moreover, the House of 
Parliament of one country could not make a particular law 
disagreeable with the general law of Christ's Universal Catholic 
Church, any more than the City of London could make laws for 
England. 


HOW QUIETLY GO THE BRAVE 


With calm and unruffled temper, Thomas faced the end. As he 
re-entered the Tower of London, his eldest daughter Margaret Roper 
‘was waiting at the wharf. She knew she would*never see him again 
in this world. As soon as she saw him coming, she went down on 
her knees in his path, so the guards went around her, then when she 
was in the midst of them, without a care or a consideration for herself 
in the world, she sprang up and pressed through the inner guards. 
They were armed with pikes and bills but they went around her. 
Hastily, she flung her arms around him and embraced him and took 
him around the neck and kissed him, The guards continued to ignore 
her, Thomas was overawed with the affection, he gave her his 
blessings and said words of comfort to her in a fatherly way. She 
was then parted from him, but she was not satisfied and having no 
respect for herself, or the multitude of people that surrounded her 
father, she suddenly turned and plied 
through the crowd , reaching her father 
again. As before, she took him about the 
neck and kissed him several times 
lovingly, then at last she had to let go, 
they took him away inside, never to 
leave. The effect of this sorrowful 
parting moved many of the onlooker to 
tears. 


LENIENCY 


SENTENCE COMMUTED 
TO DEATH! 


King Henry VIII was still upset about 
his friend's intractability, and ‘granted 
him mercy’ by having his sentence of 
‘Hanged, drawn and quartered’ 
commuted to beheading, albeit death by 
another name, but of a less demeaning 
method and far quicker and less painful. 
In fact, it could even be considered to 
haye been given a reprieve! 


On the 6th July 1535, Sir Thomas 
More was led out to be executed on 
Tower Hill. Some were shocked at what 
seemed to them, an unbecoming 
cheerfulness. When the escort brought 
him to the foot of the scaffold, he 
stretched out his hand for assistance, 
saying, "I pray you, see me safe up, and 
for my coming down, let me shift for myself". He encouraged the 
headsman to his duty fearlessly, "Pluck up thy spirits, man; be not 
afraid to do thine office: my neck is very short." He seemed to speak 
in jest as he moved his beard from the block, with the remark that 
it had never committed treason. 


By the Kings order, Sir Thomas was not to be allowed the 
customary speech from the scaffold. Did the King fear what his 
former friend might say? Sir Thomas did quickly say, that "he had 
died in, and for, the faith of the Holy Catholic Church, and as the

King’s good servant, but God's servant first.” 


Sir Thomas's head was exposed on London Bridge, but his 
daughter Margaret bribed the executioner to let her have it. It 
remained in her care during her lifetime, and some time after her 
death it was placed in the Roper vault under the Chapel of St. 
Nicholas in St. Dunstan's Church, Canterbury, where it remains till 
this day. 


THE MORAL "SPEAK OUT" 


In this story, we see the classic attempt by the State to subdue 
the Church, By his understandable silence, Sir Thomas hoped to 
ensure his own safety. However, the Lord said, "He who would save 
his own life shall lose it, and he who would lose his life for My sake 
shall gain it" and so his silence gained him nothing. It would have 
been better had he spoken up and become a leader of opposition to 
Henry's actions, it may have cost him his life, but then it did anyway. 


‘The Church today is in the same situation, they may suffer if 
they speak out about the things that are happening in our land, but 
they will be caught in the web anyway, they cannot save themselves. 
It would be better if they opposed, at every step, the things that are 
being done, and so maybe change 
them and not wait until the point of no 
return, as the evil powers that insist 
that churches go quietly, are the same 
evil powers who will eventually do 
them all to death, At least Sir Thomas 
understood the events of his life. 
Today's Church, in its battle with the 
forces that wish to destroy it, is 
confused and divided. It is time that 
we spoke out with a united voice 
against the Fabian/Socialists who are 
attempting to control and enslave 
God's people. It is time we claimed, 
once again, those things that God 
intended for us to look after and 
control - justice, moral guidance, 
education, welfare, health - these 
things are not, and never were, the 
responsibility of the state, they are not 
Caesars property, they are our 
responsibility. 

May the voice of the people of God 
be heard in the land, may we cry out 
against the shame of abortion, 
homosexuality, corruption, and 
corrupt judges, similar to Sir Thomas's 
judges, who are blinded by their own 
power to the real power of the people, 
the Common Law.

they reject the people's power that was given to them by God.

BROOM STICKS AGAIN 


L1A1 SLR rifles could sell for $3,000 along with AR15s and 
M16s, that bring similar prices in the legal civilian 
marketplace from people that have had to go to extraordinary 
lengths to get their licences, with security checks, etc. These 
same people will not be allowed to store and maintain this 
defence equipment at their own personal expense. Ready to 
defend Australia. No, they will be melted down. In World 
War II, the Home Guard trained with broom handles, walking 
sticks and unbrellas.

$50,000 per month as it stands at the moment. Yes, if you 
bought the two properties, at all times the strawberry farm 
turnover would service any indebtedness." 


RIP OFF 


This is how two elderly trusting pensioners were ripped off 
by the National Bank. In reality, the National Bank's Manager,

The Somersets < true Aussie spirit, still with a smile 


Mr. Cannon, had induced, set-up, conspired or hooked the 
Somersets into buying a property that, when it came before the 
Court, it was evident to all, that he knew that the yearly 
turnover did not exceed $170,000 per year, really $14,000 per 
month. He knew that they would not have a 'cat in hells chance’ 
of paying it back and that they would repossess and get the 
Somerset's assets. The Bank Manager, Mr. Cannon, had a few 
other problems to sort out before he could pull it off, but he 
was well experienced. First, the strawberry business, which 
was turning over $170,000 per year, was only worth at the most 
$25,000 in goodwill, and he had confirmed that the turnover 
was $600,000 a year to the Somersets. In the vendor's books 
at the Bank, the property had been for sale prior to the 11th 
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September 1984, for $210,000 and so that he could get the loan 
approved through Head Office, he had to re-value the property at 
$475,000 for the Somerset's Loan Application then, when Head 
Office refused the loan, he, on the 27th November, re-assessed it 
at $575,000. Wow, from $210,000 to $575,000 in nine weeks, 
property values must be increasing at 138% every nine weeks. The 
loan was approved and the deal went ahead. 


In May 1985, Mr. Cardell's son (the previous owner) approached 
the Somersets and told them that his father had criminal 
convictions and that his father had been a party to the conspiracy. 
By that time, they knew that the turn-over had been fraudulent and 
their payments had not been enough, all their loans with the Bank 
were irregular. They later found out that the Manager had been 
concealing the problem from Head Office with the knowledge of 
the Regional Manager, Mr. Arkell. The Somersets obtained 
information regarding the criminal record of Mr. Cardell and gave 
it to the Bank, to the Manager Mr. Cannon, but, as it was later 
proved, he destroyed it and had made no customer records of the 
interviews which is the normal banking practice. In fact, it was 
subsequently proved that the Relieving Manager, a Mr. Albion, 
saw the Somersets in his office two or three times a week for four 
weeks, and made no customer interview records at all. When asked 
to explain, his only comment was "I'm being protected.” 


WALK OFF 


In December, the Somersets walked off the property, as it had not 
turned over more then the $130,000 in the 12 months that they had 
been running it. The Somersets initiated legal action against 
Cardell and won, but he had no money as the Bank had received 
the lion's share. On the 2nd April, Mr. R.J.P. Arkell, Regional 


Manager of the National Bank, wrote on National Bank headed 
notepaper to the Lending Controller of the National Bank: 

"This matter is becoming very messy, and quite frankly, will 
cost us a lot of money. I am firmly of the opinion that we must 
act as soon as possible, and then pursue him to bankruptcy." 

"This action must be pursued on behalf of the industry, as 
these people are apparently making a mockery of the law." 


BANK FRAUD 


The Somersets then took the National Bank to the Federal Court 
under Section 52 of the Trade Practices Act, which concerns false 
and misleading conduct. The three Justices found that it wasn't a 
case of false and misleading conduct, it was fraud on the part of 
the Bank, which is covered by Section 51 of the Trades Practices 
Act of 1974, Unconscionable Conduct, which in the legal 
dictionary, is fraud and oppression. They thought they had won, 
but the Justices in their wisdom (maybe they had shares in the 
National Bank) would not allow the Somersets to amend the 
Statement of Claim, that the charges were initiated on. They 
subsequently applied to appeal to the High Court but it was 
refused. 

So the Somersets, who are now on the Old Age Pension and rent 
a house, have had a 'riches to rags' success story. Their riches are 
now part of the National Bank's riches, The National Bank is the 
leading bank, the Banks are the leaders of white collar crime in 
Australia, They own the politicians, they own the Courts, they own 
the newspapers, the television stations. They are the biggest cancer 
on the back of the Australian people. When will we stop them?

NEAR LAOS BORDER 


The Khe Sanh combat base, was located in northwestern South 
Vietnam, some 10km from the border with Laos and some 
23km south of the Demilitarised Zone, it posed a threat to the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail linking North Vietnamese supply depots 
with Communist forces deployed in South Vietnam. As early 
as 1962, when there were already more than 10,000 US advisers 
in Vietnam, a handful of US Army Special Forces, the 'Green 
Berets’, had set up camp at Khe Sanh from which patrols probed 
the maze of roads and trails nearby. From January 1966, 
Communist pressure on the base increased with regular 


shelling. During January 1967, Colonel Lanigan's 3rd Marines 
took over from the Green Berets, who moved their camp 
westward to the Montagnard village of Lang Vei. 


HIGH TECH SUPPLY LINES 


The Americans then set about upgrading the facilities 
of the base, in particular the provision of a 460 metre runway 
of pierced steel planking. While this was going on, Lanigan's 
men cleared the enemy from the nearby hills. Following this, 
Colonel John Padley's 26th Marines replaced them. Khe Sanh's 
new garrison immediately began improving the defences. Air 
Force C-130 Hercules transports flew in supplies but 
difficulties arose when the steel planking gave way to the 
weight of the aircraft. The problem was made worse by heavy 
rain which caused the clay soil to shift. Caribou transport that 





replaced the Hercules would not handle the heavy supplies 
needed, so paradropping of equipment by C-130 commenced. 

The runway was repaired and rebuilt to 1,190 metres. 
The base was difficult to defend and supply. A chain of hills 
overlooked the plateau from the north and northwest. A valley 
position, almost surrounded by hills similar to the position of 
Dien Bien Phu, which had been the graveyard for the French 
Foreign Legion and had led to North Vietnam winning 
independence from France. Drinking water came from a stream 
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that passed through enemy territory. During the early months 
of the year, fog shrouded the base on most mornings, 
complicating air operations and limiting visibility from 
defensive positions. 


AN 'AMERICAN' DIEN BIEN PHU? 


In December 1967, General Westmoreland's staff 
detected two North Vietnamese divisions, each of 10,000 men, 
massing around Khe Sanh. These divisions were the 304 and 
325C which had both gained fame at Dien Bien Phu thirteen 
years before. To support them, 152mm and 130mm artillery 
pieces were set in place, backed up by 122mm rocket and 
mortar teams. On 20th January, an enemy officer who was 
captured, told of an impending offensive designed to 
overwhelm Khe Sanh and other American strongpoints along 
Route 9, the highway leading from the coast at Dong Ha to 
Laos. Westmoreland believed the Communists intended to 
make Khe Sanh ‘an American Dien Bien Phu’ but he was 
confident the attempt would end in disaster for the enemy. 


The battle began in the early hours of 21st January 
with an unsuccessful assault on a Marine outpost across the 
tiver from the base. At roughly the same time, North 
Vietnamese artillery and mortars began hammering the plateau, 
blasting holes in the runway, setting fire to the main 
ammunition dump with the loss of 1,340 tons of munitions, 
destroying a helicopter, killing 18 Marines and wounding 40. 
The 3,500 strong 26th Marines retired within their prepared 
defences, The civilian population was airlifted to Da Nang. 


HIGH-TECH PRONE TO BREAK-DOWN 


Sufficient repairs could not be done to the runway to 
allow resupply by C-130 aircraft. Therefore, smaller Fairchild 
C- 123 Providers were commissioned to fly ammunition to the 
Marines. The first Providers unloaded 3,630kg of ammunition 
at the base during the afternoon of 22nd January. By the 
following evening, the C-123s had landed 116 tons of 
ammunition. 


Lt. Gen. Cushman, commanding 111 Marine Force 
authorised Maj. Gen. Tompkins to reinfgrce Khe Sanh with the 
1st Battalion 9th Marines, this was further augmented by the 
arrival of 37th ARVN Ranger Battalion. The base now had a 
total of 5,000 defenders. Supporting these troops were 3 
batteries of 105mm howitzers, 1 battery of 155mm howitzers, 
1 battery of 4.2inch mortars and 7 batteries (18 in number) of 
175mm guns. A total of 46 artillery pieces. Now these 175mm 
guns were quite impressive. They were requisitioned by the US 
Army as the M107 self propelled gun. They could hurl a S5kg 
high explosive shell to a maximum range of 32,785 metres - 
that's over 32 kilometres (if the Australian Government 
managed to secure a couple of these little beauties, I wonder 
how many rounds a year they would allow our artillery boys 
to practice-fire with? Shouldn't worry though, this type of gun 
is not high tech enough for the Australian army.) 


BUT WAIT, THERE'S MORE!! 


But that's not all. In addition, the combat base had the 
services of 10 x 106mm recoilless rifles, 6 x 90mm tank guns, 


2 x M-42 (dual 40mm guns), 2 x M-55 (quad 50 cal heavy 
machine guns), would you believe, and it is a fact, US artillery 
fired 158,981 rounds during the siege. 

Before the siege began, Air Force and Navy aircraft 
had planted electronic sensors along roads in Southern Laos. 
These devices picked up either sound or seismic vibration and 
transmitted a signal to a surveillance centre at Nakhon Phanom, 
Thailand where analysts determined the route and speed of 
Communist supply convoys. Why not use them around Khe 
Sanh? It was planned to lay a field of 250 sensors around the

base in ten days. Maj. Gen. Tompkins wanted them laid in four 
days. Helicopters were used to drop the sensors. Acoustic 
sensors were dropped into trees or brush where they could pick 
up the sound of voices and motors. Seismic sensors were 
planted into the ground to record earth vibrations. 


At the base fire support co-ordination centre, Capt. 
Mirza Baig collated sensor information and concluded that 
325C division would attack the Marine outpost on Hill 881 
South before first light on Sth February. Massed Marine and 
Army artillery began pounding the slopes of this hill at 0320 
hours. Marines on the outpost Hill 861A received no warning 
of an almost simultaneous thrust against them. Elements of the 
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325C division had passed through an area not covered by the 
sensors and attacked Hill 861A in complete surprise instead of 
the expected attack on Hill 881. On Hill 861A, the Marines 
were forced out of their outposts suffering numerous casualties 
but were able to regroup and fight back at close range using 
grenades, automatic rifles, knives and fists. A young officer 
named Shanley rallied his men superbly. Shortly after dawn, 
the assault petered out and the Marines remained in control of 
861A. 


Meanwhile, the Tet offensive had erupted throughout 
South Vietnam. The North Vietnamese decided to apply more 
pressure to the Khe Sanh area by attacking the Lang Vei Special 
Forces Camp. Before first light on 7th February, 10 Soviet built 
PT-76 light amphibious tanks spearheaded an assault by 
elements of the 304 Division on the perimeter held by the 24 
Green Berets and 900 Montagnard and Laotian troops. The 
problem was, that although they had recoilless rifles (low tech) 
capable of knocking the tanks out, they inadvertently had no 
armour piercing (anti-tank) ammunition (high tech, when you 
want it, it's never there!) The defenders fought well and disabled 
three tanks but the 14 ton vehicles still crushed the defenders 
bunkers. Capt. Willoughby, OIC at Lang Vei, radioed Khe Sanh 
for help as he was being completely overrun but he could not 
be reinforced by helicopter in the dark as the NVA were within 
his perimeter, Air strikes in support were provided, but it had 
little effect on the attackers. They were too close to the 
defenders, in fact, all over them. Taking advantage of the 
confusion caused by the air strikes, Capt. Willoughby, realising 
the situation was hopeless, ordered an artillery barrage down 
on top of his own camp. He then gave the order for his men 


led by Capt. Radcliffe, advancing behind air strikes and fire 
from M48 tanks, finally blunted the assault. The 304 NVA 
Division retired leaving around 150 dead. 


In spite of high tech air attacks, (53,600 tons of napalm alone 
were dropped in the area in the four week period ending mid- 
February) the Communists were able to move anti-aircraft guns 
into position to fire at US transport planes. Aircraft that 
succeeded in running the gauntlet of anti-aircraft fire, faced 
danger from mortars and rockets while taxiing to the unloading 
zone. Quite a few C-123K Providers, again high tech, were 
blown to bits before discharging their cargo. Paradropping of 
supplies by C-130 (high tech) aircraft was used again but with 
limited success. Air crews dare not paradrop a 907kg supply 
pallet onto the base itself for fear of causing casualties and 
damaging the runway. Instead they had to aim at a small 
dropping zone near the main perimeter of the base. This 
practise had its disadvantages as the zone was hard to hit in 
adverse weather, unless ground radar was used and also, if the 
zone was overshot, Marines sent to retrieve supplies came 
under attack from NVA sharpshooters. 


LOW TECH, BOLT ACTION, SNIPER RIFLES 
THE ANSWER FOR BOTH SIDES 


Along with spectacular artillery and air bombardments, 
Marine snipers played an important role in defending Khe 
Sanh. Carrying bolt action rifles with telescopic sights, these 
Low Tech sharpshooters waited patiently until an unwary 
North Vietnamese showed himself. Not to be outdone, the 
NVA retaliated in kind using the excellent Model 1891 Mosin 
Nagant sniper rifle, (low tech) usually against Marines manning

to try to make their own way to Khe Sanh, or any other friendly 
outpost. Only Willoughby, 13 of his Green Berets and some 60 
Montagnards, managed to escape to Khe Sanh. 


SUPERIOR LOGISTICS WON THE DAY BUT 
NOT THE WAR 


With Lang Vei eliminated, the noose was drawn tighter 
around Khe Sanh. Before dawn on 8th February, the 304 
Division NVA attacked the position held by the 9th Marines. 
While mortar and artillery fire pinned down the Marines at the 
main battalion position, the enemy stormed a company outpost, 
blasting holes in the barbed wire barrier. Sappers blasted 
Marine bunkers with satchel charges and rocket propelled 
grenades. The attackers over-ran some 50% of their objective 
causing substantial casualties to the defenders. A relief force 


the outposts. One NVA sharpshooter eliminated ten men before 
the sun, reflecting from his 'scope, betrayed his position to a 
crew of a 106mm recoilless rifle. 

The North Vietnamese launched a large scale final attack 
on the night of 29th February. Alerted by the sensors, large 
scale bombardment from artillery, mortars, B52 strikes and 
tactical aircraft once again blasted the surrounding areas. The 
attack petered out before reaching the barbed wire of the South 
Vietnamese Rangers’ position. Two weeks later, American 
Intelligence reported that the enemy had begun withdrawing 
troops from Khe Sanh, 


APRIL FOOL'S DAY 


On 1st April, (I think the Yanks were the fools!) Maj. 
Gen, Tolson launched 'Operation Pegasus’, spearheaded by 1st 
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Cavalry Division (Airmobile) and an ARVN airborne 
battalion, This operation was to relieve Khe Sanh. The first 
element of Pegasus, a South Vietnamese airborne company 
reached the base on 6th April. Two days later, the Air Cav 
joined the Marines. Route 9 was cleared for road traffic 
supply by 12th April, and skirmishing around Khe Sanh itself 
ended on 14th April. 


FEINT FOR THE TET OFFENSIVE? 

During the advance of Tolson's column, which continued 
beyond Khe Sanh, the North Vietnamese seemed to melt 
away and the body count (of which the Yanks placed great 
emphasis on) and number of weapons captured was 
disappointingly small. On reflection, did the NVA even 
intend to seize the base? Was their intention to create a 
diversion to pin down troops and aircraft and use up tons of 
ammunition clearing the jungle? Ammunition which could 
have been needed elsewhere in the Tet offensive, which was 
in progress at the time. 

Most probably, and we may never know for sure. Khe Sanh 
was a desirable objective which the NVA could have stormed 
if the defence seemed 'soft'. However, it is extremely unlikely 
that the North Vietnamese ever envisaged the base as a second 
Dien Bien Phu. 
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The only real claim to fame this siege has, is that American 
aircraft dropped more than 100,000 short tons of bombs on 
the area around the base making it the most heavily-bombed 
target in the history of warfare. 

100,000 Short tons of bombs 

53,600 Tons of Napalm 

158,981 Artillery rounds

"When Priscus of Panium went as an ambassador to Attiala's 
camp, he met a Greek prisoner who had elected to live 
amongst the Huns. Priscus was shocked, but the Greek 
justified his conduct by an indictment of the Roman Empire. 
One of his theses was the burden of taxation, the other the 
state of Roman justice, 


The laws are not the same for all. If a rich man breaks the 
law he can avoid the penalty for his wrongdoing. But if it 
is a poor man who does not know how to pull the strings, 
he suffers the penalty of the law - unless he departs his life 
before the trial, while proceedings drag on interminably and 
vast expenses are incurred. That is the most monstrous thing 
of all, to have to pay for justice. An injured party cannot get 
a hearing unless he pays money to the judge and his officials. 


Priscus endeavoured to rebut this attack. He admitted that 
justice was slow, but declared that hasty judgments were 
often wrong, and it was better to spend a long time to obtain 
a just verdict, than to allow an unjust judgment. He also 
admitted that court fees were high, but justified them on the 
ground that the courts now executed judgments, and no 
longer as in the classical period, left claimants to recover 
their own damages. That there was one law for the rich and 
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another 1or the poor, 
wrongdoer might evade the law, but so might a poor one. 
Priscus is not very convincing. In the criminal law, there was 
a legal distinction between the lower classes, the humiliores, 
and the honestiores - an ill- defined category including 
decurions, civil servants and soldiers, and the official 
aristocracy. The former were liable to torture while the latter 
were exempt. Humiliores were, moreover, subjected to 
severe penalties for crimes, hard labour in the mines and 
quarries or execution, while the severest penalty for 
honestiores was deportation, forced residence on a remote 
island or oasis, and loss of property. 













In civil actions, some classes suffered legal disabilities; 
freedmen could not sue their patrons nor could tied tenants 
(ciloni adscripticii) sue their landlords except for excessive 
rents, But the major disadvantage of the humble citizen in 
a dispute with a wealthy neighbour, was that justice was so 
slow and expensive. The lower judges were generally corrupt 
and weak, and his opponent could bribe or intimidate them. 
If he won the first round, his opponent could wear him out 
by lengthy and expensive appeal proceedings, or if the 
jurisdiction was by a distant court."

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BOOK REVIEW .- How to Avoid 


the Coming Crash by Laurence F. Hoins / 


Do we all face the end of the world as we know it? In his 
work "How to Avoid the Coming Crash", Laurence Hoins has 
painted a landscape tapestry which encompasses the history of 
the world, and for good measure, even includes the end of the 
world. My reason for reading it so thoroughly is, of course, 
because Laurence has been an inspiration to us all, and has 
singed the wigs of our corrupt legal profession for the past ten 
years. The stories he tells about the banks in Courts are 
amazing for anyone who still thinks we have a hairline of 
justice in our Courts, they are heartbreaking for anyone who 
has compassion for the victims of the banks, and they are 
hilarious for any one with a sense of humour, who would 
appreciate the wit that Mr. Hoins serves up to the Judges. In 
the 512 pages, Mr. Hoins has a large quantity of material that 
is similar to his self-help manual, "How to Screw your Banks", 
but so much additional material that lack of space prevents me 
from listing it in detail. Tit-bits include papers accusing the 
banks of corruption, three dedications, one of them ends thus:: 
All hail to the battlers! A pox on the enemy! All of them have 
courage; 3.00am courage, ie when the screaming enemy 
hordes pierce your lines in the dead of night and you are 
awakened from a sound and sorely needed sleep by your 
second-in-charge to be told that your position is about to be 
over-run, that he doesn't know who is what, and all is lost. They 
can stay calm, and marshall the facts and their forces to knock 
the banshees on the head. This writer salutes all of them. 

1 gather from that statement that Mr. Hoins has been there on 
nights like that or else he would not know they were there. 
Beneath his gruff, hard exterior is a very intellectual, 
emotional, intelligent man. Some people have criticised the 
book, as there is a few typos. I saw a few, but I am the world's 
worst speller, for me it didn't detract from the good read that 
it is, and it did take me two weeks of approximately an hour 
a day to read it. He wrote it, typeset it, and published it all by 
himself. A book with 512 pages and 1,111 highly informative 
footnotes - a mammoth effort. He pulls no punches on the 
system whatsoever and that is more than likely why he had to 
do it himself, as very often, if you are being done for 
defamation or libel, the so-called injured party goes for the 
publisher and the distributor. The writer generally has nothing, 
so he is the last on the list. While we are on that subject, the 
author puts a warning on page 16 which is very descriptive of 
the whole book.

and what we should do about it. He quotes on this subject from 
many varied sources, which I personally found very interesting 
from a historic point of view, but as a non-believer in any God, 
I didn't feel Mr. Hoins was doing a bible bash around my ears. 
He makes the allegations and then backs it with footnotes from 
various sources like the Dead Sea Scrolls, (which I have always 
been aware of, but until now didn't know there was a copy 
available. Apparently, the Vatican have been holding onto 
them for some time and have just released them), Antiquities 
of the Jews and Wars of the Jews by Josephus; Deuteronomy;

I think the main value in the book, is that he really puts to bed 
this question about the banks creating money out of ‘thin air’. 
After reading his sources, many of them from the banks' lips 
themselves, discussing the creation of ‘thin air credit’, and they 
even use that same term, there can be no further doubt or 
question that they do just that. Every minute, of every day in 
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every bank in the world, excepting the Moslem banks (maybe 
the Christians might have to learn something about Biblical 
banking). Apparently, Mr. Hoins says that usury is not the 
Biblical way and that any one who uses it is in the employ of 
the fellow with the bumps on his head and a tail.
